C h ic a g o , Ju ly 1st.—A Times’ special from 
Albany says : 
On Thursday afternoon a well- 
built lady, appearing to be a teacher or some­ 
what similar person from New England, with 
eye-glass and veil, came to the Delavan 
House and was assigned to room 113. 
Ac­ 
cording to the story told by the half-breeds 
to-day her conduct and movements attracted 
no particular attention till one of the hail 
boys noticed ex-Senator P la tt near the door. 
P la tt in a confused manner asked the boy if 
Conkling still had room 122, which is on the 
floor overhead. 
This roused the suspicion 
of the boy, and he reported the m atter to Sen­ 
ator Woodin, one of the half-breed leaders. 
Woodin let several into the secret, and it 
was resolved to set a watch on P latt and the 
woman, who gave the name of Mrs. Baldwin, 
but from what place it has not been ascer­ 
tained. 
Two members of Assembly were 
detailed to be at supper and secure seats at 
the same table with the lady, for the purpose 
of identifying her. 
A fter this she returned 
to room 113. 
About half-past 11 P latt was 
observed to go to room 113. 
A number of 
half-breeds then went to the office an 1 hired

spector DesBrecker of New York, removed 
their boots and one by one ascended the lad­ 
der and looked 
into 
room 113 through 
the transom, the window of which was 
closed. 
They saw P ia tt lying on the bed, 
and the woman undressed for bed. 
After 
waiting a considerable time a note whs slipped 
Uuder the door, reading thu3 : “ Hon. T. (J. 
P la tt: W e will give you ten minutes to get 
out of th at room. 
Yours, respectfully, ' The 
Half-breeds.’” 
Platt, Id going to his room, 
No. 88 on the Broadway side of the hotel, 
had to pass not only the doors of Nos. 10U 
aud 107. but also the open doors of Nos. 78 
and 79, 
occupied 
by 
the 
Democratic 
Senators Seebocker and Hagan, and also a 
room occupied 
by parties not belonging 
to the Legislature. 
A 11 these were on watch, 
and saw P latt as he ran by on the way to his 
room. 
One party shouted, "N ow , Tom, my 
boy, that won’t do.” Soon alter gaitiiug his 
room P latt reappeared, and proceeded to 
Conkling’s room», where a consultation was 
held, at which it was agreed to call it a con­ 
spiracy against Platt, and this is the ground 
taken by those uf the stalwarts who do not 
admit the truth ot the statements made by 
those claiming to have been cye-witue.-ses of 
the affair. The woman keptch se in room 113, 
and was watched from room 107.

THE MAGIC EMERALD. 


Shadows to-night 
Have struck more terror to the soul of Richard • 
Than could the substance of ten thousand 6oldiere. 
i. 
“ The magic emerald, did you say, Mr. 
Langton ? Dear me, how very interesting!” 
“ Did you never hear of it before, Lady 
Matilda? I thought that everybody knew 
that old story.” 
“ 0, one doesn’t always hear things, you 
know. But tell me, what does the magic 
emerald do ?” 
Lady Matilda’s companion, with a little 
sigh of resignation, settled his back more 
comfortably against the roots of the enor­ 
mous oak under which he was lying. He 
was a long, lean, wrinkled man, with a 
skin burned by long exposure to tropic 
suns to the tint of the autumn leaves that 
lay about him. He would have been a no­ 
ticeable figure anywhere, but he was par­ 
ticularly so amid his present surroundings. 
He was the kind of man one would have 
rather expected to meet in an Arabian 
desert or on the wilds of the Pampas than 
amid this quiet English landscape ; and his 
dress, which was a compromise between 
civilized requirements and tropic ease, 
tended to increase the natural strangeness 
of his aspect. 
Stephen Langton, like all men of any 
strength of character at all, had his friends 
and his enemies, and their estimates of him 
differed as much as people’s estimates of 
their acquaintances do differ. But on one 
point they were unanimous ; Langton was 
“ queer.” That verdict had been pro­ 
nounced on him very early in life, and had 
stuck to him ever since. In the cradle, in 
the nursery, at school, he had differed 
from all other babies, from all other chil­ 
dren, from all other schoolboys. His reg­ 
imental companions in the Two Hundredth 
had accepted and confirmed the designa­ 
tion of his nurse and his schoolmates. He 
took no interest in any of the things in 
which the British subaltern most delighted. 
He did not bet, he never touched a card, 
he did not brag about his prowess to the 
fair sex. I suspect that it was that last- 
mentioned trait that most exercised the 
minds of his messmates. What could you 
make of a fellow who seemed as anxious to 
avoid the blandishments of the prettiest 
girls of a garrison town as though they 
had been as faded and as dull as the lady 
whose commonplaces bored him to death 
on this glorious autumn afternoon ? And 
Stephen Langton was worth a pretty gjrl’s 
smile, and might havo had his choice in 
most ball-rooms. Independently of the 
advantages of a handsome face and figure, 
his expectations were thrice as great as 
those of any other man in the Two Hun­ 
dredth. But Nelly Despard of Portsmouth 
and Nelly Despard of Chatham, and other 
Kellys and Fannys innumerable, all of them 
pretty and seme of them rich, retired in 
turn from the assault of that impregnable 
fortress. Stephen Langton was not a mar­ 
rying man, and Sir Charles Grandison him­ 
self was not more ignorant of the verb “ to 
llirt.” He especially disliked any allusion 
to his martial achievements ; and if he had 
left his regiment with the “ Rogue’s 
March ” in his ears, could not have been 
more unwilling to talk of his campaigning 
days. But he had done good service in his 
time, and in many a village on the wild 
northwest border of Hindostán the name of 
Langton Sahib, the “ Feringhee boy-devil,” 
is whispered to this day by white-haired 
men, who remember with what a rod of 
iron he ruled the district in the days of 
the rebellion. But somber as were the 
prevailing tints of his character, it 
had 
lights 
as well 
as 
shadows. 
Many a man who was louder-tongtied in 
sympathy lacked the depths of real tender» 
ness that lay under that hard exterior. It 
is a great tribute to the sterling worth of 
a man who makes hut few friends when 
the few who know him most thoroughly 
are loudest in their praises. There were 
those who could tell of deeds of quiet 
heroic self-sacrifice done by this silent and 
sardonic man on sea and battle-field, for 
duty and for friendship’s sake. Every­ 
body knew at whose cost the children of 
poor Jack Naseby were being fed and edu­ 
cated, and how nobly the promise whis­ 
pered in the ear of the dying comrade had 
been fulfilled. And when poor little 
Tompkins, the soap-boiler s son, came that 
awful cropper over the Derby, and saw 
nothing before him but to sfcli out and re­ 
tire to an eternity of soap-boiling under 
the eyes of an indignant father, it was 
Langton who set him right, and tided him 
over that disastrous tune. But still, in 
spite of such stories as these, of which his 
friends would tell you many, the ordinary 
verdict regarding .Stephen Langton was 
that he was “ queer 
and the general im­ 
pression he made on most people was the 
reverse .of favorable. 
On hiB accession to his fortune he had 
behaved in a fashion totally different from 
what had been expected of him, and Lang­ 
ton Hall had never for a moment together 
been empty of guests. His liberality in 
this respect did not arise from any modifi­ 
cation of his own peculiarities, but was 
solely due to the iniluencc of his sister, 
bliss Bertha Langton, to whom, report 
said, he was passionately attached. Report 
was right for once, and Bertha’s word was 
law to her brother, who concentrated upon 
her all the affection that other men dissi­ 
pate on the thousand and one objects to 
which he was utterly indifTerent.

CHURCH AND FDLPIT. 
Sir Stafford Northcote has given hia son, 
Rev. John Stafford Northcote, a rector 
ship. 
The salary of the Bishops of the United 
Brethern in Christ is only $1,000 a year, 
with traveling expenses and house rent. 
The small diocese of Fond du Lac (Hpis 
copal), which contains only 2,353 commni 
cants, raised the past year for various pur 
poses $36,005. 
The Methodist Episcopal Church has in 
Iowa $13 churches and 74.7S1 communi­ 
cants, a gain in ten years of 320 churches 
and 14,687 communicants. 
The Supreme Court of the State of 
Maine decides that “ a church is not a 
corporation with authority to create debt 
in erecting a house of worship.” 
Of the 1,896 Sunday-schools in New Jer­ 
sey, 1,394 are open the whole year. The 
international lessons are taught in 1,644 of 
them. The next State Convention will be 
held in Passaic in November. 
The General Conference of the Congrega­ 
tional Methodist Church, a body of about 
10,000 members, has just been held in 
Fredonia, Ga. All the State Conferences 
were represented except those of Missouri 
and Texas. 
The Presbyterian work among the freed- 
men the past year was quite successful, 
The receipts of the year were $6S,711, with 
which 162 preachers and teachers were em 
ployed. There are in the 52 schools 5,340 
pupils. The whole number of communi­ 
cants is 11,555. 
The subject of Spiritualism has been 
brought before the two Archbishops of the 
Church of England, and the Spiritualists 
are elated with the idea that it will gain 
much dignity from being seriously consid­ 
ered by these able prelates, even if they do 
condemn it. 
Presbyterianism begins to gain strength 
in Ireland outside of Ulster, to which it 
was mainly confined a few years ago. The 
Dublin Presbytery now has 25 congrega­ 
tions and 2 mission stations, with 2,458 
communicants. The total sum raised for 
all purposes duriDg the past year was 
£10,878. 
The Rev. D. II. Pattison, of Emanuel 
Baptist Church, Albany, will succeed Dr. 
W. C. Wilkinson as Professor of Homi­ 
letics in Rochester Theological Seminary, 
and the Rev. Berjamin O. True, of Provi­ 
dence, R. I., will succeed S. A. Newman 
as Professor of Church History in the same 
institution. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, speaking 
at a conference of clergy and Sunday- 
school workers at Lambeth Palace, recom­ 
mended greater infusion of ranks into 
Sunday-schools, and remarked that where 
the children of the upper classes joined 
with those of the lower in receiving re­ 
ligious instruction, the best results had ful- 
owed. 
The General Conference of the United 
Brethren in Christ at Lisbon, Iowa, has 
elected the following Bishops to serve four 
years : J. .1. Glossbrenner, J. Weaver, J. 
Dickson, N. Castle and E. B. Kephast. 
All except the last are re-elected. D. K. 
Flickingcr was re-elected Missionary Sec­ 
retary, and W. J. Shuey publishing agent. 
Dr. Murdock, Secretary of the Ameri­ 
can Baptist Missionary Union, spoke at 
the recent anniversary in Indianapo­ 
lis 
of 
the 
need 
of 
more mis­ 
sionaries. 
Most of 
the candidates 
who have offered themselves want to go to 
some particular field where additional 
help is not so much needed. Reinforce­ 
ments are most needed for Japan, Burmah 
and Spain. 
The number of Salvation Army stations 
now reported in Great Britain is 185, of 
officers, employed and paid, 395, and of 
trained speakers, 6,180, while total sit­ 
ting accommodation is provided for 141,900 
persons, and the total number reached in 
the streets and highways weekly is com­ 
puted at 3,000,000. The annnal amount of 
expenditure reaches nearly $90,000.

THE NEW STATE SPORTSMEN’S ASSO­ 
CIATION. 


The Convention that Formed it—Constitu­ 
tion, By-Laws and Rules Adopted 
—Organization. 


We give up our space usually allotted to 
variety of sporting news this week to 
present the essence of the doiDgs of the 
Convention held at Stockton this week to 
form a State Sportsmen's Association. 
None of the Sacramento city clubs were 
represented. The following was the rep­ 
resentation present:

H. H. Briggs and Frank Maskey, of 
the Cosmopolitan Gun Club of San Fran­ 
cisco ; Park Hinshaw and J. T. McIntosh, 
of the Butte County Sportsmen's Club; 
Crittenden Robinson in person and as 
proxy for W. W. Traylor, of the California 
Wing Shooting Club, San Francisco ; C. 
B. Smith and Sidney Newell, of the Stock­ 
ton Gun Club ; B. M. Hohenshell and J. 
P. Spooner, of the O’Neil Gun Club, Stock­ 
ton ; L. H. Woods and C. W. Woods, of 
¿lie Woodbridge Gun Club ; H. M. Ogburn, 
proxy for the Yolo Gun Club ; A. J. Bell 
and Peter Yager, of the Folsom Sports­ 
men’s Club. 
Besides the foregoing, Crittenden Rob­ 
inson was proxy for the Pajaro Valley Gun 
Club, and Frank Maskey was proxy for the 
Ukiah Sporting Club. There were there­ 
fore ten associations represented at the 
meeting.

“ Has it suspended its 
operations ?” 
Mr. Robinson answered : There was 
such an organization in existence, and it 
has not suspended its functions. He was 
authorized to represent it at the meeting, 
but would not do so. He was authorized 
further to state that the organization 
would be dissolved if one was organized 
here. The desire of that organization wa9 
to promote harmony and unity amoDg all 
the sporting associations of the State, and 
it was ready, when that was established, 
to go out of existence. 
Park Hinshaw was chosen ^permanent 
Chairman, and J. P. Spooner Secretary. 
Messrs. Newell, Yager, Robinson, Briggs 
and McIntosh were named a Committee on 
Laws. 
Tne committee, after some four hours 
labor, reported a code of laws. Of these 
we omit only the mere formal sections : 
PREAMBLE. 
WfiERBAS, Certftin desirable kinds of game aní­ 
mala, birda and fish, not naturally present in the 
State of California, if introduced, will multiply and 
furnish both sport to sportsmen and profit to the 
hunters and fishermen of the State ; and whereas, 
the game and fish now within the State are not 
efficiently conserved by our laws as at present en­ 
forced, and are decreasing unduly, thereby depriv­ 
ing sportsmen of sport, worthy hunters and fisher­ 
men of a livelihood, and the public generally of a 
prominent food supply; and whereas, sportsmen 
form a large, respectable and influential element in 
the body politic of the State, aud with mutual re­ 
spect, harmony and concerted action will he able to 
secure the ends, and remedy the evils indicated in 
this preamble. 
Jiexolccd, That we, sportsmen of the State of 
California, in convention assembled, favor an asso­ 
ciation as hereinafter set forth, ana urge the sports­ 
men’s clubs of the State generally to j'oin with us in 
the promotion of matters beneficial and of interest 
to the fraternity. 
CONSTITUTION. 
Article I. Name--This Association shall be known 
as The California State Sportsmen’s AsTOciation. 
Article If. Objects—To unite the sportsmen of 
the State in securing the intrcnluction aud acclima­ 
tization of suitable game and fish not found here ; 
to urge the enforcement of game laws nowin op­ 
eration, and to secure the enactment of such further 
laws as may seem wise ; to secure such loncessions 
from the Government, both State and General, as 
may be necessary to further the general ends indi­ 
cated herein ; to hold and manage such real prop­ 
erty as may pass to the Association ; to bring men 
of kindred tastes into more intimate connection aud 
relations, in order that all proper right*?, privileges 
and pleasures may be secured to those whose in­ 
stincts make them lovers of the rod and gun ; and 
to iurlher such other ends as may lie within the 
province of an association of sportsmen 
Article 111. Membership—The Association shall 
consist of the clubs of the State of California, regu­ 
larly organized for the protection of game and fish, 
which shall be represented at all meetings of the 
Association by two delegates. 
Arti le IV. officers—The officers of the Associa­ 
tion shall be a President, one Vice-President, five 
Directors, a Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall be 
elected annually, to serve for one year. 
Article V. President—The President shall preside, 
preserve order, enforce the constitution and by­ 
laws of this Association ; secure a fair hearing to 
every member on all questions ; vote only in case of 
a tie vote ; shall not move nor take part in a debate 
while in the chair; and shall perforin such other 
duties as may properly devolve upon him. 
Article VI. Vice-President—In the absence of the 
President the Vice-President shall perform his du­ 
ties.Article VII. Directors—Five Directors shall be 
elected at each annual meeting, who shall atterd to 
the prosecution of violators of the game and fish 
laws ; shall manage the business pffairs of the Asso­ 
ciation, subj'ect to its direction ; shall hold all prop­ 
erty of the ¿association, except moneys, in trust for 
its use and benefit, and shall make a detailed report 
at each annual meeting. 
Article VIII. Secretary—The Secretary shall col­ 
lect all moneys due to the Associat on, and pay the 
same to the Treasurer ; shall keep a true record of 
things done at the meetings of the Association 
shall notify new members of their election ; shall 
faithfully keep all pajiers, hooks and records belong 
ing to the Association, and shall deliver them to his 
duly chosen successor, and shall perform such other 
duties as may he assigned to him. 
Article IX. Treasurer-The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the funds of the Association, and shall 
keep a true account thereof; he shall ray out Asso 
elation moneys only on warrants drawn and signed 
by the President and Secretary of the Association 
ho shall make a statement at eacli annual meeting, 
showing all receipts and exnenditures, and shall 
give a bond in the sum of §1,000, acceptable to the 
Directors, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties; he shall deliver to,his duly chosen 
successor all property of the Association in his 
hands. 
Article X. Amendments.—The constitution and 
by laws may he altered or amended at any regular 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of those present, pro­ 
vided that notice of such alteration or amendment 
shall have previously been given through the Sec 
retary (in writing) to all members of the Association, 
or it may be altered or amended at any regular 
meeting by an unanimous vote of those present 
without any previous notice 
Article XI. The Board of Directors shall have full 
power to fill any vacancy which may occur from 
any cause whatsoever among che officers of the 
Association, and any appointment so made shall be 
valid until a successor is duly elected. They shall 
likewise have power to levy an assessment upon 
every member of the Association, not to exceed the 
sum of $1 per annum for each and every member 
of the Association. 
Article XII. The Association shall retain the 
power of vacating the places of any and all of the 
members of the Board of Directors by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members present, at a special 
meeting to be called for that purpose at the request 
of five or more members, and the object of said 
meeting shall be specified in the eall for the same, 
provided two-thirds of the members belonging to 
the Association are represented at such meeting. 
Article XIII. Every club will be considered as 
having pledged its honor to promote and carry out 
the objects of the Association; and whenever the 
member of any club shall be acquainted with the 
violation of any of the game laws, it shall be the 
duty of such member to communicate the facts to 
the Secretary. 
Aiticlc XIV. if any club shall fail to pays its dues 
for one year, such club shall cease to belong to the 
Association, and upon application for readmission 
must be balloted for anew and subject to the re- 
pajmcnt of the regular initiation fee. 
BY-LAWS. 
Section 1. The fee +o be paid by the clubs becom­ 
ing members of the Association shall be 31 for each 
individual member of such club ; and the annual 
dues shall he §4 from each member of each ciub be­ 
longing to the Association—to he paid quarterly. 
Section 2. The Association slall hold its annual 
meeting on the second Monday of May of each year, 
commencing at 2 o’clock r. m. 
Section 3. The Directors shall hold a special meet­ 
ing for the transaction of such business as may need 
to he done, on the call of the President made at the 
request of two or more of the Directors, at a place 
to he designated by the President. 
Section 4. The annual meeting shall be held in 
such place as may be designated by a vote of the 
Association from year to year; provided, it shall not 
bo held two years successively in the same place, 
except by a two-thirds vote of the Association. 
Section 5. The expense attending the special meet­ 
ing of the Directors shall be borne by the Associa­ 
tion.Section 6. No moneys accruing to the Association 
from initiation fees or yearly dues shall be expended 
in rewards or prizes, in any contest whatever, be­ 
tween members or general in character. 
Section 7. The Secretary shall receive the sum of 
SI00 yearly from the funds of the Association, for 
his personal use. • 
Section 8. For any infringement of the game laws 
of the SUte, or improper conduct on the part of 
any member or members, likely to endanger the 
welfare, interest, or character of the Association, it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Directors by the 
presiding officer, providing they deem the offense 
sufficiently grave and important, to present in 
writing at the next annual meeting of the Associa­ 
tion the charges against such member or members 


and move his or their expulsion. On the question 
being taken, each delegate presert shall deposit a 
ballot on which shall be written “ Yes” or ‘ No.” 
The vote of two-thirds of the delegates present 
shall be requisite for the expulsion of such member 
or members Any two members of the Association 
may present to the President written charges 
against any member or members for any of the 
causes «numerated in this by-law, ami it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary to notify at once in writ 
irg the member or members against whom the 
ci a»-ges are p:eferred, in order that he or they may 
prepare his i r their defense. 
Section 9. The resignatiou of clubs shall be in 
writing to the Secretary ; and aíi interest in the 
property and effects of the Association of clubs re­ 
signing or in anv manner ceasing to belong to the 
Association shall revert to the Association. 
Section 10. After the election rf officers of the 
Association and the transaction of general business 
for each yesr, a wing-shooting touruameut will be 
held, open to every member in good standing belong­ 
ing to the Association. The annual touruameut 
shall be held under the general supervision of the 
Board of Directors of the Association : the details 
thereof, in the discretion of said Board of Directors, 
may be managed by ihc local ciub cr clubs of any 
city or town m wtich the Convention is held, in 
accordance with the instructions of said Board of 
Eirectors. 
Section 11. Ten properly accredited delegates 
belonging to the Association shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction cf busiuess at ai y meet­ 
ing of the Association. 
The laws were, after being considered 
section by section, adopted. At the even­ 
ing session of the first day the Stockton 
club entertained the delegates handsomely. 
At the second day’s session the Comnr.t- 
tee on Rules and Regulations reported that 
they had been over the rules of several 
shooting clubs and had considered them 
all, with a view of selecting from them 
the best and reporting them to the Asso­ 
ciation. Tney had concluded to report for 
adoption by the Association the rules of 
the California Wing-Shooting Club. These 
rules were read over and adopted until 
Rule It) was reached. At this point there 
was considerable discussion. Mr. Smith 
stated that after a shooter hai killed one 
of two birds, and the other went to the 
ground, he was oompelied to shoot at 
another pair of birds, after the accomplish­ 
ment of half the shooter’s task. He did 
not think the rule a fair one, and suggested 
that it be modified. 
Mr. Robinson thought that in such a 
case the shooter should have some credit. 
The rule, as it stood, was manifestly un­ 
fair. Under the Eastern rules, if one bird 
was killed and the other went to the 
ground before being shot at, another pair 
of birds was put into the trap and the 
shooter s gun loaded, with one of the car­ 
tridges blank, in such a manner that the 
shooter could not know which of his bar­ 
rels contains the blank cartridge. This 
made him equally careful as to both birds. 
After further discussion, the following 
was adopted in place of Rules 20 and 21 of 
the California Wing-Shooting Club rules : 
Rule 10. In double-bird shooting, should but one 
bir-1 be 9hot at aud the other alight before 
being shot at, the bird so shot shall he scored a good 
bird if killed, and lost if missed, and another pair 
of birds must theu he trapped, and the gun shall be 
handed to the referee, who shall thereupon load 
with one blank and one loaded cart idgo (the shoot­ 
er not knowing in which barrel the same respective­ 
ly are placed); both birds must then be shot at and 
scored in aec -ruance with results. If on the second 
or any subsequent pair of birds being trapped, the 
loaded cartridge only is fired, the bird shall be 
scored a good bird if killed, and lost if missed ; but 
if the blank cart ridge ouly Í9 fired, and the loaded 
.cartridge withheld because of a bird alighting, or 
from failure to explode, under the provisions of 
Rule 23 another pair of birds must he trapped and 
t.ie gun again reloaded by the referee, as st ted, 
with one blank and one loaded cartridge. This rule 
shall also apply— 
First—When, the gun being properly loaded, 
capped#and cocked, but one barrel is fired. 
Second—Wlien both birds are killed with one 
barrel. 
Third—When one bird shall fly and the party at 
the score withholds his fire, but oue bird shall be 
scored against him. 
The boundaries were fixed at 80 yards 
(or single and at 100 yards for double birds. 
The delay of five minutes for a shooter af­ 
ter his predecessor has done shooting w;.s 
changed from five minutes to two minutes. 
The English Hurlingham rules were also 
adopted, as they were found not to conflict 
with those already established. 
The matter of dues was then brought 
up. Mr. Newell had heard complaints 
since the adjournment of the night before, 
that the dues were too high, and he sug­ 
gested that the amount should be reduced. 
Alter considerable discussion upon this 
point the yearly dues were reduced from 
.$4 to $2. 
It was ordered that the initiation fee and 
the dues for the first quarter be payable on 
or before the lat of August. 
The following officers were elected for 
the term ending next May : Park Hiu- 
shaw, President ; Dr. F. C. Durant, of 
Folsom, Vice-President; J. P. Spooner, 
Secretary; Sidney Newell, Treasurer : 
Directors, Crittenden Robinson, J. H. 
Bnrnett, C. H. Wyckoff, C. B. Smith and 
J. N. Besse. Thanks were voted the local 
press for full reports. It was decided to 
hold the next annual meeting in the Palac j 
Hotel in San Francisco. A vote ot thanks 
was tendered Eureka Engine Company for 
the use of hall ; to the Stockton and O'Neil 
Clubs for the hospitalities extended, after 
which the meeting adjourned sine die.

T ie W eather and the Crops—Fruit Cult­ 
ure—Washes for Bcala Bugs—Or­ 
chard Pests. 


A s we anticipated and remarked in these 
columns some weeks since, the cool weather 
has brought the wheat crop up to a much 
better quality and yield than had been gen­ 
erally expected. 
I t will be remembered that 
the same thing has taken place for a number 
of years now in succession. L ast year, at the 
end of a long season of north winds, the 
wheat crop was almost despaired of nearly 
all over the State. 
The straw was rapidly 
turning yellow, and prematurely ripening, 
the side and joint laaves were absolutely 
burned and crisped, and the half-formed 
kernel was shrinking and seemed past re­ 
demption. 
A t this time and this stage of the 
crop the north winds ceased, cool breezes from 
tbe ocean came in at the (rolden (rate and 
over the depressions in the Coast Range, and 
settled down upon the valleys and penetrated 
every cove and canyon of the interior. 
The 
dry and parched soil absorbed the moisture 
from this damp atmosphere, and the moisture 
from the soil so rapidly coming to the surface, 
drawn up by the forces that bad been convey­ 
ing it away in evaporation, meeting that 
from the air, bathed the roots of the half­ 
famished grain and reinvigorated root and 
stem, reopened t the 
dried-up channels of 
circulation and replenished the shrinking 
berry with the necessary ingredients to en­ 
able it to complete its growth. 
Sim ilar to 
this has been the chaDge in the weather this 
year, and with similar effects. 
The presence 
of an unknown and resplendent visitor in the 
heavens leads many to attribute the change 
in the weather to the infleunce that body has 
upon the earth’s atmosphere, hut we believe 
the favorable influences are to be found nearer 
a t home—in the changes being brought about 
gradually in our climate by the cultivation 
of the soil .and the growth of orchards, vine­ 
yards and ornamental trees where once the 
naked earth sent up its glimmering mirage 
to deceive the few and listless inhabitants 
of the country. 
L et us not attribute these 
favorable changes to such transient causes as 
the uncertain influence of the comet, over 
which we 
have aud can have no 
con­ 
trol, 
but let us see in them the effects 
of our own well-directed industry, and hence 
take courage to continue that industry and 
give it direction to produce still greater and 
more salutary changes, while the great in­ 
terior of the eastern side of our continent is 
being visited by alternate droughts and vio­ 
lent storms of wind and rain and hail—ex­ 
trem es th at have ever followed in the wake 
of destroyed forests and disobedience of the 
laws of nature calculated to preserve an 
equilibrium of climate. 
Let us learn a lessou 
from th at country’s experience, and from the 
experience of every other country under sim­ 
ilar conditions, and from this oa let us see to 
it th a t favorable climatic influences on our 
side of the continent are improved rather 
than destroyed. 
If allowed to do so, the 
forests of which our mountain sides have 
been in a measure stripped will soon be re­ 
placed with a new growth of young timber, 
and the destruction of oak openings »f the 
valleys and plains will more than be compen­ 
sated by the growth of green crops, and the 
extension 
of 
orchards, 
vineyards 
and 
artificial 
groves 
and 
ornamental 
trees. 
Let every man 
who cuts down 
a tree, plant one in its place, and let every­ 
one who owns a barren and treeless plain, dot 
it over with trees of some kind, and let every 
one who destroys a blade of native grass sup­ 
ply its place with an artificially-planted 
growing plant of greater shading and cooling 
capacity, and the continued equilibrium of 
our climate will be assured. 
W ould the 
wheat-growers make 
more 
certain 
their 
annual crops, let them contribute to the 
causes that have ODerated in their favor so 
conspicuously for the few past years, and their 
wishes will be gratified more and more as time 
rolls on, and the harvest seasons come and go. 
I t Is a truth th at both experience and science 
are continually confirming that the weather 
in any country is, to a very great extent, 
within the control of the people who inhabit 
th at country. 


The New Impulses to Fruit Culture. 
Ver the past few years in this State there 
had been growing a feeling of uncertainty 
and doubt as to tbe future of fruit culture. 
The great impulse and promise which the 
early successes in the cultivation of fruit of 
all kinds and in almost all sections had given 
to this industry were being counteracted and 
destroyed, first, by the want of any system 
of preserving and utilizing the surplus over 
and above w hat could be marketed in a 
green state ; and second, by 
the appear­ 
ance 
in the 
orchards of 
various 
well- 
known insects destructive of the fruit and 
fruit trees. 
For years thousands of dollars 
w orth of fruit of various kinds, perfect in 
grow th and form and of superior quality, 
had been going to waste in the orchards of 
every section of the State, because there was 
no adequate demand for them for immediate 
consumption, and no establishments for dry­ 
ing or canning them to change their perish­ 
able character and convert them into com­ 
mercial commodities. 
A t 
the end of a 
succession of 
seasons of discouragements 
of the above character, and to add to the 
blighting influenceon the industry, the codling 
m oth, the woolly aphis, the scale bugs, the 
ten t caterpillar, the red spider, the currant 
borer, the phylloxera, the mildew on the 
peach and grape, made their appearance and 
seemed to bring with them obstacles too great 
to be successfully contended with and too 
great for human skill and ingenuity to over­ 
come. 
Contemporaneous with these discour­ 
agements, however, were introduced various 
patented plans and appliances for preserving 
by desiccation our fruits in such a manner 
th at they could be kept for future use at 
home and in other markets. 
Then came the 
canning establishments as competitors of tbe 
dryers, and opened up a cheaper and more 
completo system of preserving fruits in their 
natural and perfect state. 
Cheaper railroad 
freights acro-’s the country and improved 
plans of packing and shipping green fruits 
followed, and all these influences began to 
open tbe eyes of growers to the real import­ 
ance of 
the 
industry 
in 
which 
they 
were 
engaged, 
but 
about 
which 
they 
were 
becoming 
so 
much 
discouraged. 
The growing importance and promise of the 
industry also induced those interested to ask 
themselves the question whether or not the 
insect enemies th at were threatening it could 
be successfully combatted. 
Upon this ques­ 
tion the very existence of a great industry 
depended. 
The more this question was dis­ 
cussed and examined, the plainer it appeared 
th at individual exertions for the destruction 
of the insects in localities or particular or­ 
chards w uld be of but little avail, for being 
routed and destroyed in one locality recruits 
would be supplied from other places. 
In 
general and united action was seen to be the 
only ho;ie of destroying the fruit j>ests, and 
pr serving what now was seen to be an in­ 
dustry worth preserving. 
The plan adopted 
and recommended by the fruit-growers has 
the virtue of being comprehensive—embrac­ 
ing every section of the State. 
I t was 
adopted so late in the season—or rather the 
law tor the 
protection 
of 
horticultural 
interests was 
enacted so 
late 
in the 
season—th at but little more can be done 
this year than to get a good working organ­ 
ization for the beginning of the next year. 
However, a great work has already been ac­ 
complished. 
The organization has been con­ 
ducted in such a manner that it is drawing 
to itself the complete confidence of fruit­ 
growers and frnit-dealers throughout every 
section of the State. 
Those already in the 
business have been inspired with renewed 
confidence, and they are not only taking 
better care of their orchards, but are plant­ 
ing out new ones, and many who had looked 
upon fruit culture in the past as a failure are 
now investing their money in lands to plant 
out orchards. 
The fruit crop of the State 
this year will bring millions of dollars more 
than it did last, not because there is so much 
more of it, but mainly because there is more 
confidence in tbe present^ and future of the 
business, and better care is being taken of it. 
Another year will develop more fully the 
plan of operation against the insect pests, 
and the results will be not only more but 
better fruit, and more money from it. 
East­ 
ern people—dealers in California fruits—are 
astonished 
at 
the 
advancement we are 
already making in the dissemination of 
general knowledge in practical fruit culture 


and in detecting the presence of fruit ene­ 
mies and in destroying them. 
They say : 
“ You Californians are a long way ahead of 
us in these things. 
You seem to be awake to 
your interests while onr people are^ asleep, 
and practically helpless against their little 
enemies, because they have^ not found out, 
or even dreamed, th at anything can be done.’ 
F ruit culture is under a cloud on the eastern 
side of the continent, and it has been so here, 
but now the fruit-growers_ begin to feel that 
they are masters of the situation. 
They are 
beginning to learn what to do and how to do 
it. 
The fruit interests of the State are 
worth 
50 per cent, 
more 
to-day than 
they were one year ago, and in one year from 
to-day we venture to predict th at they will 
be worth 100 per cent, more than they now 


Washes for the Scale Bugs. 
W hen one sees the limbs of his fruit trees 
being covered with scales under which mill­ 
ions of little insects are hatching out to suck 
the sap from those limbs, • and thus destroy 
his trees by degrees, and that this is the con­ 
dition of his entire orchard, in the planting 
and cultivation of which he has spent years 
of time and labor and all the means he could 
command, he feels like doing something to 
kill off these insects and prevent further de­ 
struction of his trees and property. 
Such 
has been the situation of many an orchardist 
in many sections of the State for the past 
few years. 
The orchards in Santa Clara val­ 
ley seem to have suffered more from this 
cause than in 
any other locality, 
and 
the 
people 
there 
have 
been 
more 
alive to 
the 
danger 
than 
elsewhere. 
Some of the orchards there were badly in­ 
jured before their owners knew what was 
doing the damage ; and when they did find 
out what was the m atter they were entirely 
ignorant as to what should or could be done 
to remedy or abate the evil. The consequence 
was that experiments were instituted—differ­ 
ent ones by different owners—to find out 
what would kill the scale and save the trees. 
Various things could be found to kill the in­ 
sect when applied to him, but mixtures that 
would kill when applied to the insect direct 
would not penetrate the scale with which the 
insect eggs were covered ; and then what 
would kill the insect might also kill the tree. 
The books at command gave but very little 
information on the subject, and but very 
little satisfaction was found from experiments 
tried. 
Coal oil, crude petroleum, lye from 
wood ashes, and soaps made of different 
greases were tried. 
I t was found that strong 
lye and the various petroleum oils would kill 
the insects, and parties were divided as to 
which 
would be the best to use. 
Some 
washed with lye and some with coal oil, with 
apparent equally good results. 
I t has been 
found, however, th at those trees th at were 
washed with coal oil or petroleum have been 
seriously injured by the wash—perhaps more 
than they would have been injured by the 
insects undisturbed. 
The 
oil 
penetrated 
through tbe outside bark and killed or in­ 
jured the inner bark of the tree, threatening 
to destroy it entirely. 
On the contrary, 
those who have used lye and its compounds 
as a wash have generally killed the insects, 
and have at the same time actually benefited 
their trees—the lye acting as a fertilizer and 
causing the bark to assume a smooth and 
rapidly-growing condition. 


Orchard Pests of Santa Cruz County. 
In his late visit to Santa Cruz county, 
Chief H orticultural Officer Cooke found that 
the orchards of that county are remarkably 
free from injurious insects. 
He, however, 
found some eggs and other signs of the Clusio• 
campa Americana’, or the tent caterpillar, the 
same worm that was so plentiful in the 
orchard of M r. DeLong of M arin county. 
The wooly aphis had done considerable 
damage in one or two orchards visited. 
The Pacific scale of Professor Comstock has 
made its appearance, though not to any 
great extent. 
The Tussock caterpillars are 
also in some of the orchards, but the codling 
moth was only found to have been in one 
apple 
tree. 
Some pup* 
of the codling 
moth were, however, found in some fruit 
trees th at had been returned from San Fran­ 
cisco. 
This may prove the first introduction 
of the codling moth into the orchards of that 
section. 
Orchardists of that county should 
look sharp to their return boxes and other 
modes of bringing the codling moth among 
them.

THE FRENCH LAW FOR REGULATION OF 
MANNERS, 


SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


All the railw ay companies of G reat B ri­ 
tain have pledged them selves to send loco­ 
motives to th e typical exhibition soon to 
be held a t N ew castle in honor of the cen­ 
tenary of Stephenson. 
Prof. Jo h n T yndall has been re-elected 
Professor of N atural Philosophy in the 
Royal In stitu tio n of G reat B ritain, 
of 
which the Duke of N orthum berland is 
President and W arren De La Rue is Sec­ 
retary. 
For the first tim e Europeans have ac­ 
complished the journey from Bahmo into 
China so far as I-chan-fu, on the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, on M arch 14th of this year. 
The 
explorers were Messrs. H enry Soltan aud 
J. W . Stephenson, of the China Indian 
Mission, and th e tim e occupied by them 
in com pleting th e journey was about four 
m onths. 
A dm itting th a t the winds cause shock­ 
like vibrations in telephonic lineB of com­ 
m unication, and so disturb at tim es the 
distinctness of messages transm itted, M. 
A. Graiffe thinks th a t a remedy for such 
perturbations can be found by causing the 
telephones to Bpeak by electric action of 
sufficient power to com pletely subdue ac­ 
cidental currents produced in the wires. 
A scientific voyage to the whale-fishery 
of Yadso, on the east coast of Finm ark, ÍB 
to be superintended by M. Pouchet, who 
has obtained th e use of the steam advice- 
boat Coligny for th a t and other purposes. 
The m arine fauna and flora and the rooks 
of the Yeranger Fiord, in the northeast of 
N orw ay, will be carefully examined, and 
an effort will be made to settle certain 
questions w ith regard to the biology of 
fishes. 
In compliance w ith the requirem ents of 
the B ritish M erchant Shipping Acts, the 
tonnage of vessels is ascertained by m eas­ 
uring the whole space which th e hull of 
any craft may contain, and then finally 
deducting certain quantities. 
Any of the 
ordinary pocketbooks for civil engineers 
will give the exact details. 
The acts 
named above are not very rem arkable for 
clearness and precision of expression, and 
a bill has lately been introduced in P arlia­ 
m ent declaring th a t it is the intention of 
the statu tes “ th at nothing be included in 
the deductions th at has not been first in­ 
cluded in the m easurem ent.” 
To determ ine the facial angle, a new and 
simple instrum ent has been made hy G. M. 
Atkinson. 
A needle is inserted and fixed 
in the center of each optic opening, and 
both needles are connected by an axle w ith 
flat ends which slide upon the needles. 
An index pointer in the same visual hori­ 
zontal plane is attached to the m iddle of 
the axle. 
A bar carrying a semicircular 
protractor is constructed to be affixed at 
tbe ceuter point of the protractor so as to 
move freely in a vertical plane alongside 
th e index pointer. 
If this bar protractor 
be placed in position on the skull so as to 
touch the ophryon and alveolar points, the 
num ber of degrees in the facial angle will 
be indicated on the protractor by the 
pointer. 
Long ago it was custom ary for the men 
employed a t railway stations to convert 
unoccupied spaces of ground near the sta­ 
tions into flower beds. 
The taste and skill 
displayed incited people :n the neighbor­ 
hood to try w hat they also m ight do w ith 
the unsightly and unused pieces of rocky 
ground near their dwellings. 
In a short 
tim e the country all round the stations 
underw ent a sort of transform ation, and a 
study of botany, in which book knowledge 
and actual practice w ent hand in hand, 
was greatly prom oted. 
In th is country 
likewise on a few of the great lines of rail­ 
road there are some stations th a t present 
magnificent displays of floriculture, which 
are a grateful relief to th e eye of the weary 
traveler and a source of elevating enjoy­ 
m ent to those who produced them .

How It Is Perverted and Innocent Women 
Insulted—The Constitution—Vic­ 
tor Hugo’s New Work. 


P a r is, Ju n e 4, 1881. 
There are institutions in France which it 
is to be hoped may never be established in 
onr own country, th e country of liberty 
and progress and of a higher m orality 
em anating from esteem for wom ankind. 
The severity of a law is supposed by some 
to repress an evil, y et experience has 
proved th a t such is scarcely ever the case, 
for instance the hanging for stealing tended 
rath er to the increase of th a t crime, and it 
m ay be said th a t the law in France called 
la regulation des moenrs (regulation of m an­ 
ners), even though it offers greater physical 
safety on one side, produces a greater 
moral degradation on the other. 
1 his 
subject is one alm ost too delicate to be 
brought before the public, and yet it is one 
which concerns th e public more closely 
than is supposed. 
I t is a subject which 
has impassioned th e women of England 
and Scotland, and which leaves the French 
women indifferent, although it is they 
whom it alone concern. 
The aijents des 
moeurs continue th eir w ork w ith more or 
less scandal, b u t the people, when ac­ 
customed to an established state of affairs, 
even when their consciences cry against 
them , never propose to change them until 
some unuEual event occurs to aw aken them 
from their lethargy. 
The first cry w ithin 
my memory against these agents dee moeurs 
I ever heard was some years ago on the 
occasion of the 
ARREST OF A WELL-KNOWN ACTRESS. 
M ile. R ., who was passing along one of 
the principal boulevards on her way to the 
theater. 
She was accosted by an individ­ 
ual who asked for her card, b ut the young 
lady being both spirited and indignant, 
struek him in th e face w ith her fan, and 
by loud dem onstrations attracted a crowd. 
I t was found th a t the individual was not 
a police agent a t all, b u t profited by the 
established law to insult an honest woman. 
W hen this event was discussed a great 
many other circum stances were recounted, 
which had proved more disastrous, but the 
knowledge of w hich had been w ithheld 
from the public. 
I t was recounted th a t in 
one of the principal cities of France a young 
girl, who was the stay and hope of her old 
grandm other, was returning late one night 
from the factory in which she was em ­ 
ployed, 
when 
an 
individual 
whose 
fancy 
she 
had 
captured 
some 
tim e 
before accosted her several tim es along the 
route and endeavored to lead her into con­ 
versation, b u t on her treating him w ith 
silent contem pt, and out of revenge, he 
called tw o policemen to arrest the young 
girl, who, he said, had accosted him w ith­ 
out having in her possession the card such 
as delivered by the police. 
In spite of the 
girl’s earnest protestations she was carried 
off to prison and not released until the fol­ 
lowing evening, which release was effected 
through the intercession of her employer, 
who had missed her and made inquiries for 
her. 
In the mean tim e the poor old grand­ 
m other passed the night in anxiety and dis­ 
tress, and so great was her sorrow at the 
m isfortune which had befallen her grand­ 
daughter th a t she died a few days after, 
and so great was the m ortification and u n ­ 
happiness of th e young girl on account of 
the outrage she had endured th a t she was 
taken w ith a violent fever th a t ended her 
life. 
ANOTHER CASE 
. 
Is related w hich occurred at I’aris, of a 
m arried lady who stood outside by the 
door of a tobacco shop while her husband 
was w ithin lighting a cigar, when two 
agents des moeurs arrested her and dragged 
her to th a t dreadful St. Lazare prison. 
The husband spent the entire night look­ 
ing for his wife and became alm ost insane 
w ith grief. 
The woman died three days 
after, 
owing to fright and mortification 
caused by the treatm ent she had endured. 
The minds of the people became very much 
agitated over the affair, and m any of the 
Republican journals dem anded the abolish­ 
m ent of th a t law which had been the cause 
of such disastrous and painful events, but 
the anti-Republican journals, 
while ac­ 
knowledging th a t it was a necessary evil, 
insisted on its m aintenance for reasons 
which would fail to convince any one of 
moral inclinations. 
I t is really to be re­ 
gretted th a t a custom cannot be done away 
w ith which offers bu t an apparently imme­ 
diate protection, while it is encouraging 
vice and underm ining the foundation of 
m orality.

AGAIN BEEN AW AKENED. 
A Mme. Eyben was recently w aiting in the 
Passage Panaram a (a public thoroughfare) 
for her children to come to her from their 
school, so th a t she could conduct them 
home, w hen tw o agents des moeurs ap­ 
proached her, accused her of conducting 
herself improperly, and in spite of her pro­ 
testations, carried her off to prison. 
H er 
younger sister had been in the habit of 
going for the tw o little girls each day to 
bring them home from school, b ut she was 
at th at tim e ill, confined to her bed, which 
necessitated the m other’s going in her 
stead. 
The poor woman supplicatod these 
men to accompany her to her home, th at 
she m ight prove to them who she was, and 
explain away any error which m ight e x is t; 
bn t she was roughly dragged to the police 
Btation 
of 
the Rue Yilledo, 
shut up 
in 
au unclean cell w ith lewd women 
until 
8 
o’clock 
in 
th e evening, 
and 
stripped 
not 
only 
of 
her 
money, 
but 
also 
of 
a 
scarf 
which 
was 
around her sore th ro at and which she in 
vain demanded. 
A t 8 o’clock she was 
transferred to the police station of the Rue 
Richelieu, where, when interrogated, she 
begged the officers to accompany her at 
her expense to her dwelling, where were 
her sister and children, th a t she m ight 
convince them of her respectability, but 
instead of acceding to her demand she was 
treated as a prostitute, conducted to a 
third police station situated in the same 
street, placed in a cellular wagon a t m id­ 
night and landed a t the depot at 3 o’clock 
in the morning. 
She rem ained a prisoner 
at the depot for three days w ithout any 
news from her family and w ithout beiDg 
able to let them know where she was ; she 
could not even learn if her children had 
ever reached home, and it was owiDg only 
to the intercession of an official th a t she 
was released the following morning. 
As 
may be imagined, the indignation and un­ 
happiness of this 


UNFORTUNATE WOMAN 
W ere very great, and her friends made the 
affair public through 
some Republican 
journals, 
Mr. A ndneux, the P refet de 
Police, under whose directions and w ith 
whose authority these agents act, was pub­ 
licly questioned about the affair in the 
Cham ber of Deputies, when he answered 
the interpellation in a m anner which re­ 
flected the greatest shame on his colleagues 
and clearly dem onstrated the general im­ 
m orality of 
the 
country. 
From 
the 
tribune he laughingly explained th a t Mme. 
Eyben was such as his agents had repre­ 
sented, and w ent on to further calum niate 
her in a jocular manner. 
In fact, so 
m arvelous was his entire recital th a t a 
large num ber of the Deputies upbraided 
him in a chorus of

for 
howso­ 
ever indignant it m ight be as to tbe m an­ 
ner in which the explanations had been 
given to them , they could not deny th at 


th e P re fet de Police was good authority, 
and w ere easily convinced th a t they had 
expended th eir sym pathy on an unw orthy 
object. 
B ut here now comes Mme. Eyben 
to dem and of the Cham ber of D eputies 
perm ission to prosecute Mr. A ndrienx, the 
P refet de Police, since he is a D eputy, and 
no prosecution can be had against one of 
th eir members w ithout the consent of the 
m ajority. 
She feels justified in bringing 
su it against him, for the reason th a t the 
investigation which followed her arrest 
proved her perfect innocence, and the 
guilty tenacity of the police agents, for 
whose conduct Mr. A ndrieux is responsi­ 
ble. 
She demands of Mr. A ndrieux the 
paym ent of a hundred thousand francs 
damages, since owing to the unfortunate 
circum stance of which she was the victim 
she lost her situation, by which she earned 
her bread and th a t of her children ; and 
th at owing to the false statem ents of the 
Prefet de Police from the tribune of the 
Cham ber of D eputies her two little girls 
will be 


DISHONORED FOR LIFE, 
Unless th eir m other’s reputation be vindi­ 
cated before the law. 
She requests th at 
this sum be placed a t interest for the future 
benefit of her tw o children. 
The affair 
when it comes up is destined to create a 
sensation, and let all honest women hope 
th at Mme. Eyben may obtain damages and 
receive justice at the hands of more honest 
and upright men th an the P refet de Police 
has proved himself to be. 
G am betta, as was announced, left Cahors 
laatM onday evening, reaching ParisTuesday 
morning, when he w ent im m ediately to the 
Chamber, and as be did not preside, it was 
supposed th a t it was his intention to 
speak on the revision of th e C onstitution 
now being discussed, b ut he took no active 
part in the same. Before leaving his native 
place he made a speech before the A gri­ 
cultural Society which, notw ithstanding 
th e patriotism expressed and eloquenee 
displayed, gave m uch offense to m any R e­ 
publicans. 
H e was probably fearful th a t 
th e adulation paid him would excite the 
envy of other officials, and w ith m al­ 
adroitness, w hether intentional or acci­ 
dental, he insisted on the people venerating 
above all the President of the Republic ; 
th a t he had a right to their first considera­ 
tion and th eir greatest adm iration.

Thereby explaining by w hat unforseen ac­ 
cident it was born and its capability of 
greater perfection, owing to th e doubtful 
reputation of its parents. 
The w ork is 
w ritten in his best style, is clear and as in­ 
teresting as even a lighter subject could 
be made. 
Its appearance is very oppor­ 
tune, as the Cham ber of D eputies has this 
last week been discussing the feasibility 
of revising the C onstitution, and although 
the proposition was rejected, th e subject 
has m et w ith some discussion, w hich will 
undoubtedly lead to the revision of the 
Constitution a t some futare day. 


VICTOR HUGO 
H as ju st published a new w ork entitled 
Les Quatres Vents de VEsprit." The pub­ 
lic expressed little im patience in regard to 
its arrival, for L'A ne has proved to be far 
inferior to th e poet’s other compositions, 
and all believed him buried in philosoph­ 
ical reflections incom prehensible to even 
th e greater p art of his adm irers ; bu t it 
seems th a t this work is not a late compo­ 
sition. 
V ictor Hugo, it is said, has an im ­ 
mense coffer in his library filled w ith m an­ 
uscripts which he has from tim e to tim e 
throw n there whenever an inspiration or 
thought would seize upon him, and he has 
but drawn these poerr.s forth, w ritten at 
different intervals, and has arranged them 
to form thiB book. 
I t is a com bination of 
all 
his 
styles, 
and 
therein 
is 
found 
a 
page 
of 
I’annee 
terrible ; 
beside 
it 
the 
lashing 
verses 
belonging 
to 
Les Chatimenls ; then a song escaped from 
the Contemplations; also an epopee from 
the Legende des Niecles. 
The works of 
tw enty years ago, created by a more nervous 
hand, are m ingled w ith poems of a more 
abundant style, of a more serene inspira­ 
tion, in which one recognizes recent pro­ 
ductions of the poet. 
The pieces published 
in the Quatre Vents de VEsprit were in 
fact composed in the space of tw enty years, 
from 1850 to 1876. 
This w ork seems a 
vast banquet, to which the public are in­ 
vited to partake of the most varied dishes, 
for they have before them satires, a com­ 
edy, a dram a, a poem of th e revolution, 
and a large collection of lyrie poems in 
which are found pieces of the m ost graceful 
inspiration. The grandest of all is certainly 
“ R evolution,” in which the im agination of 
the poet seems superhum an in grandeur 
and strength, and no known poet has ever 
m ounted higher on the wings of genius. 
I 
have as yet been able only to read extracts 
copied by the different journals, bu t I 
hope soon to carefully read th e whole 
work, when I shall again refer to it. H ow ­ 
ever, it is safe to state th at this work of 
the poet is a fitting crown of th e laurels 
earned by his fruitful labors. 
M r. L ittré died on T hursday last. 
He 
was one of the m ost distinguished savants 
of France, and was alm ost the only one 
who defended D arw in’s theories. 
H e was 
born in Paris in February, 1801. 
V al. 


THE 
SOUTH AND NEW ENGLAND. 


The census of New England shows th at 
section of the country to have progressed 
slower during the past two decades than 
th e South. 
The cotton States were over­ 
whelmed by the contest of arm s, had their 
property values almost, annihilated, and 
their whole social structure uprooted. 
On 
the other hand, New England was bene­ 
fited by the war. 
The enormous taxation 
rendered necessary by the debt, and the 
dominance of the u ltra protectionists in 
Congress so shaped the tariff as to benefit 
the m anufacturing interests of th e N o rth ­ 
east. 
Y et we find th a t the South has 
shown an increase in population since 1800 
far in excess of th a t of New England. 
During the last ten years the cotton States 
have progressed nearly as fast as the ratio 
of the entire country. 
Even in those 
States where lawlessness and violence were 
most frequently charged, the increase in 
population has been equal to th a t in the 
prosperous States of 
the W est. 
The 
Southern States th a t have had no acces­ 
sions from imm igration have k ept pace 
w ith th e M iddle States, and outstripped 
the most prosperóus New England com­ 
monwealths. 
V erm ont has added only 1835 persons to 
her population since 1S70, an increase of 
only one-half of one per cent. 
M aine is 
actually losing population, while the enu­ 
m eration thus far in New H am pshire points 
to an increase of less than five per cent, in 
the past decade. 
Louisiana has now as m any inhabitants 
as Maine and New Ham pshire combined, 
while Texas has more than Maine, New 
Ham pshire, V erm ont and Rhode Island 
together. 
In the line of property values the assess­ 
m ent rolls of real and personal property in 
New England aggregated $2,717,000,000 in 
1870, wbile in 1S30 they were §2,499,000,­ 
000, a decrease of 9 per cent. 
On the 
other hand, the Southern States assessed 
their property ten years ago a t §2,433,­ 
000,000, against §4,802,000,000 in 1800. 
The shrinkage in values by the war was, 
therefore, more than all the w ealth of New 
England at the present tim e.—[New O r­ 
leans Picayune.

THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF ART. 
Commerce has come to the support of 
Art lately in a very practical" anti hopeful 
way. Our readers no doubt recollect how 
the Messrs. l’rang of New York last year 
offered prizes for designs and pictures for 
Christmas cards. This example was fol­ 
lowed by certain enterprising publishers in 
London, and though at the time some of 
the art journals threw cold water upon 
the project, and intimated that artists of 
merit could not be expected to work for 
such an exhibition, the result proved how 
poorly they had gauged the situation. 
For as a matter of fact many artists of 
high repute were competitors, and the ex­ 
hibition was a most decided success. En­ 
couraged by this experiment we lind that 
Messrs. Hildeshcimer k Falkner, of Lon­ 
don, now propose to hold another exhibi­ 
tion of the same character, and that they 
especially invite American and Canadian 
artists to contribute to the work. It is to 
be feared that the intelligence comes too 
late to be utilized by Pacific coast artists, 
as the 127th of Inly is the latest date at 
which designs can be received in London. 
The terms, however, may be stated, as 
possessing some interest apart from that 
referred to. The designs are to be within 
the limits of 10 inches by 7 and 5 inches 
by 3J. Each design must be in one frame 
of plain oak, not more than 1 inch wide, 
and the mount not more than 2 inches in 
width. The scope allowed for subjects is 
quite wide, including figures, landscapes, 
animals, birds, butterflies, insects, flowers* 
grasses, leaves, ferns, humorous subjects, 
valentines, and designs adapted to Christ­ 
mas, Easter and birthdays. The prizes offered 
are of a liberal character. The highest is 
$1,000. There is also one of £750, two of 
$500 oach. six of $350 each, twenty of 
$250 each, twenty-live of $125 each, and 
fifty of £100 each. In addition to these 
prizes the publishing firm proposes to pur­ 
chase designs to the amount of $7,500. 
The judges are W. P. Frith, K. A., J. 
E. Millais, IL A., and Marcus Stone, A. R. 
A. It will be seen by these names that 
the first artists in England are to paas upon 
the designs, and therefore the justice and 
fairness cl the awards may be relied opon. 
All designs and picturea intended for this 
competition must be sent to the gallery of 
the Society of British Artists, Suffolk 
street, Pall Mall, East, between the 20th 
and 27th of July. The exhibition will 
open on the Sth of August, and will close 
on the 27th of the same month. It is clear 
that such undertakings as this are calom 
lated to give a powerful impetus to deco' 
rative art, and at the same time hold out 
to needy students a means of securing re­ 
munerative work, and above all recognition 
and appreciation, such as it would be al­ 
most impossible to obtain in any other v. a.. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF UNIVERSITIES. 
The recent experience of this State with 
its University management ia, unfortu­ 
nately, not exceptional, for at the present 
time there are pending some half a dozen 
serious difficulties of a similar kind. At 
Yale, Cornell, Dartmouth and several 
other universities and colleges great fric­ 
tion has latterly been developed between 
the managing bodies and the faculty, and 
in all these cases the result has been to in­ 
jure the institutions. The New Y'ork N a­ 
tion has a very opportune article in its cur­ 
rent issue upon the subject of “ The Col­ 
leges and the Professors,” in which it at­ 
tempts to trace the genesis of these period­ 
ical difficulties, 
and concludes that 
they are largely if not altogether due to 
the fact that in most cases the founders of 
colleges, and those who are appointed to 
manage them, possess the most indefinite 
ideas as to the relation of the professors to 
the university. The Nation thinks that 
college-founders and Boards of Regents are 
generally practical “ business ” men, who 
know nothing or very little about educa­ 
tional processes, and who entertain a gen­ 
eral notion that if they spend a large 
amount of money in putting up a sort of 
education factory, and then furnish ma­ 
chinery in the shape of a corps of profess­ 
ors, it is only necessary to provide sharp 
managers for the institution tj secure its 
successful conduct. 
These founders and Regents, according 
to the Nation, have a very low opinion of 
professors, chiefly because the latter do 
not earn large incomes. Your “ practi­ 
c a l ’’ man generally measures all cosmic 
phenomena by his specie standard, and de­ 
spises all who do not set their souls upon 
the evolution of money. They worship 
the Almighty Dollar in fact, and they re­ 
gard as heretics and outcasts all who do 
not worship it with them. To such per­ 
sons a college piofessor is naturally a very 
poor sort of creature ; a sort of hybrid, 
who is feeble-minded beyond the range of 
his studies, and who cannot be trusted at 
all with the management of the institu­ 
tion with which he is connected. In fact, 
as the Nation puts it, “ the professor, in 
“ their eyes, is rather a man who ‘ tends ’ 
“ college, as a hand ‘tends’ a loom in a 
mill, than a person fit to govern or di- 
“ rect or manage an institution of any 
"kind.” 
The result of this peculiar view is that 
college-founders usually spend the bulk of 
their money upon costly piles of buildings, 
and regard the selection of a corps of pro­ 
fessors as a very secondary and compara­ 
tively unimportant matter. They do not 
realize that there are professors and pro­ 
fessors. They think that all professors arc 
equally capable of performing their low- 
priced work, and that it is with them as 
with common clerks : almost anybody can 
fill the situation. And this evidently was 
the kind of spirit which inspired the Board 
of Regents of our State University in its 
recent raid upon the Faculty. Many of 
the members of that Board are practically 
uneducated men. There are some college 
graduates among them, but there are oth­ 
ers who are politicians, “ practical ” busi­ 
ness men, persons wholly ignorant of 
educational matters, even though they 
have served after a fashion for several 
years on this Board. How they regarded 
the professors was shown by their treat­ 
ment of Professors Le Conte and Welcker. 
It was almost brutal treatment, but it was 
precisely what might have been expected 
from men who looked upon professors as a 
sort of clerks, to be removed or replaced 
without ceremony. 
The truth is that our universities are 
mismanaged because they are managed by 
sueh Boards, instead of by the professors. 
The success of the German universities is 
due to the fact that they have always been 
entirely in the hands of the Faculty, and 
that the discipline in all its parts has been 
framed and administered by men thorough­ 
ly familiar with the fundamental purposes 
of the institution, and capable of directing 
every detail to the fuller working out of 
the system. The idea of regarding mere 
buildings as the essential thing in an uni­ 
versity is an invention of American purse- 
proud ignorance. The only genuine uni­ 
versity in this country, which is the Johns 
Hopkins University at Baltimore, possesses 
scarcely any regular buildings, and though 
it has had an ample revenue from the be­ 
ginning started without them. And it is 
clear that until the current delusion about 
the importance of buildings and the unim­ 
portance of professors is got rid of. we 
shall have the same blunders as at present. 
The public have to learn that the univer­ 
sity consists not in its buildings, not in its 
apparatus, but in the intellectual equip­ 
ment ot its corps of teachers, and that 
upon the force and fullness of this equip­ 
ment its future must always be dependent. 
And this realization mnst lead up to the 
next important truth—which is, that the 
management of an university ought to be 
intrusted to the professors, and not to a 
board of outsiders, chosen or appointed 
out of politics, or ex officio, or in other 
wholly preposterous and unreasonable 
ways. Experience has clearly shown that 
the tendency of such boards is naturally 
toward mischievous courses ; that they 
inevitably snub and depreciate the pro­ 
fessors ; that the latter, being deprived of 
all real authority in the university, are in­ 
capable of directing its course ; that be­ 
cause of this irrational deprivation of 
authority it is found impossible to main­ 
tain the proper discipline ; that there can 
be no eepril du rorp* under such circum­ 
stances ; that the system generally 
is 
paralyzing 
and 
pernicious, 
in 
short, and that it ought to be reorganized. 
Unfortunately the framers of the new 
Constitution, with the instinctive per­ 
versity which seemed to belong to them, 
provided that the State University should 
be carried on indefinitely under the old 
abortive arrangements, and therefore it 
cannot be reformed without amending the 
Constitution. This, of course, is only a 
hindrance, not a prohibition, of reform, 
and it will probably be considered neces­ 
sary to propose such an amendment of the 
organic law at the next session of the 
Legislature. 
But we entirely agree with the Nation 
in the remark that “ the next gTeat step to 
“ be taken in the improvement of the 
“ higher education in this country is the 
"committal of university management in 
“ a greater degree, if not wholly, to the 
“ teaching body. If the kind of professors 
“ employed cannot manage a college from 
“ top to bottom, they must make way for 
“ another kind of professors who can, and 
“ th e ? ' w ill ’ • IN'- o nly kind who will ever 
“ r¿... aij.Uiiif) c..u 4Lon to the plane it 


“ should occupy in the popular mind or 
“ exert a real and salutary influence on 
“ American morals and manners.” The 
truth is that the American notion of a 
university is almost entirely wrong. The 
Johns Hopkins University is, as we have 
said, the only real one in the country, 
and that is modeled after those of Ger­ 
many. The rest are for the most 
part copied from the English institutions, 
which were originally monastic, and 
which have gradually and painfully 
evolved, in a very awkward way, the 
management they now possess. 
It is in 
Germany alone that the university is 
found to be framed altogether with a sin­ 
gle eye to the best interests of education, 
and it is there that the ripest fruits of the 
higher education are to be gathered. As 
for our State University, it has been made 
evident that its Board of Regents are totally 
unfit to manage it, and that they are only 
capable of degrading the vital principles 
of the institution, of lowering its standard 
hopelessly, and of producing in their 
hole-and-corner management the most un­ 
palatable imitations of political abuses. 
THE ACTION OF THE BOARD OF SUPER­ 
VISORS. 
’ 
The action of the Board of Supervisors 
of this county in commencing suit against 
the hydraulic miners is not justified by the 
circumstances. They in fact propose to en­ 
tail upon the people of Sacramento an ex­ 
penditure which will certainly not fall be­ 
low $20’,000 or $25,000, and may be double 
either of those amounts, and this heavy 
outlay is to be incurred for no more ra­ 
tional purpose than to arrive at the adjudi­ 
cation of a case which is already before the 
Courts, and which is sure to be settled 
without any special coat to this community. 
The obvious and fatal objection to the pro­ 
posed suit is that it is entirely superfluous. 
The only issues are now pending, and when 
they are determined in one case they will 
be determined in all. If, in the suits now 
before the Courts, it is decided that the 
hydraulic miners mast not run their tail­ 
ings into the rivers and streams, the case 
of Sacramento county will be at once de­ 
termined. These suits, moreover, are cer­ 
tain to be settled before any suit brought 
at this time can be heard, and therefore the 
institution of these proceedings can only 
be regarded as a reckless squandering of 
the people’s money. 
It must also be pointed out that since 
Mr. George Cadwalader is already the 
counsel for the plaintiffs in the pending 
suits, and since he is bound to employ all 
his abilities on behalf of his present 
clients, it is a mere work of supererogation 
to retain him again to do precisely what 
he is already engaged to do. Mr. Cad­ 
walader is doubtless warranted in endeav­ 
oring to do the best he can for himself, but 
in a case of this kind, where the issues are 
already joined, and where no fresh retain­ 
ers can be supposed capable of stimulating 
counsel to further efforts on behalf of the 
farmers, it is evidently the part of wisdom 
for Sacramento county to save its money 
and profit by the judicial decisions which 
are beiDg sought by its neighbors. 
There is no more necessity for separate 
suits on the part of this county than there 
is for separate trials of a score of suits 
all of which are directed to the same ob­ 
ject. The people of the Sacramento valley 
only demand one thing, and that is that 
the flow of debris in the rivers and streams 
shall be stopped. That demand has been 
formulated by Marysville, and proceedings 
have been begun to enforce it. 
Nothing 
can be plainer than the fact that if Marys­ 
ville wins her suits the problem is solved 
as regards the whole valley, and therefore 
there is neither necessity nor justification 
for commencing other suits at this time. 
If the question were of the initiation of 
legal proceedings there would be no such 
objection to the action of the Supervisors. 
But as the case stands it is impossible 
to make it appear that this community has 
anything whatever to gain by paying Mr. 
Cadwalader or anyone else $3,000 as a re­ 
taining fee, and by committing itself to a 
further large and indefinite expenditure. 
There is no difference of opinion as to 
the necessity of putting a stop to the dam­ 
age done by the deposition of debris in the 
rivers, but because we all think alike in 
that respect it does not follow that we must 
agree to whatever superfluous and needless 
expenditures are proposed, when it is clear 
toevery man capable of reflection that we are 
already certain to reap all the benefits of liti­ 
gation without being called upon to pay the 
expenses. The test of any such proposition 
as the one before us is, what good will it 
do us ? Now it cannot be shown that the 
proposed suit will do us any good. 11 would 
be precisely like a fifth wheel to a coach. 
We already know that Mr. George Cad­ 
walader is bound to exert himself to the 
utmost to procure the cessation of debris 
depositing by the hydraulic miners. We 
know that if he is successful in the suits 
in which he is engaged we shall have ex­ 
actly the same benefit as the people who 
pay him enjoy. We know that the de­ 
termination of one suit involves the settle­ 
ment of all. For what purpose, therefore, 
and for what consideration, shonid Sacra­ 
mento county be called upon to spend $20,­ 
000 or $25,000 in this business ? 
It will be very difficult for the approvers 
of the scheme to answer these questions. 
It lies upon them to show that the county 
is in danger of losing some advantage 
which it can secure by instituting suits of 
its own. We say that the existence of no 
such advantage can be demonstrated, but 
that as the case stands the Supervisors 
actually propose to throw away $20,000 or 
$25,000 of the people’s money for no con­ 
ceivable object. It is also in order to 
point out that many of the people whose 
money is thus to be taken are engaged in 
mining themselves, and that to force men 
to pay the expenses of attacking the indus­ 
tries by which they live is quite a new line 
of ethical development. But we take our 
stand upon the firm ground that this is a 
wholly unnecessary and useless expendi­ 
ture ; that it could not possibly bring us 
any other results than we are certain of 
without i t ; that it cannot either hasten a 
solution or render a fortunate one more 
probable ; that it is in fact a scheme all 
the profit of which is to go to the lawyers, 
and which promisee no tangible returns of 
any kind whatever to the county. * And 
for these good and sufficient reasons we 
assert that it ought not to be counte­ 
nanced. 
THE LAST BLOW AT REFORM. 
The removal by the President of the 
Commissioner of Pensions, Mr. Bentley, to 
make room for an Indiana politician of the 
stalwart ” kind, ia one of those steps 


which appear such wanton and flagrant 
repudiations of the essence of good govern­ 
ment that they fairly stagger the friends 
of reform, and make it truly difficult to 
believe that President Garfield is not as 
much of a hypocrite and fraud as his worst 
enemies have declared him. Mr. Bentley 
was a model officer. He held an excep­ 
tionally responsible and difficult position. 
The Pension Bureau is continually besieged 
by scores of thousands of scoundrels who 
employ every dishonest and corrupt sub­ 
terfuge conceivable to swindle the Govern­ 
ment. The systematic frauds discovered 
and rejected by Mr. Bentley have amounted 
to tens of thousands. His familiarity 
with all the dodges of the pension thieves 
made his services invaluable. No charge 
of any kind has ever been preferred against 
him. His ability was unquestioned. Yet 
President Garfield has removed him with­ 
out even an explanation, and put in his 
place a man whose only recommendation 
is that he helped Dorsey to carry Indiana. 
This is nothing less than disgusting. 
President Garfield must not expect 
that honorable, sincere, earnest men 
will tolerate such grave and shameless 
palterings with principles. There is no 
conceivable justification for the removal of 
Mr. Bentley. It is in fact an outrage 
upon the very principles which the I’res- 
dent has again and again declared himself 
a firm believer in. As to the common pre­ 
tense, of excessive “ pressure,” we have not 
patience to deal with it. No such excuse 
is admissible. 
The President of the 
United State is the last man in the coun­ 
try who can be justified in yielding to 
importunity. If he yields he betrays his 
high trust, and shows himself to be 
undeserving the respect and confidence of 
the people. General Grant never gave a 
more flagrant exhibition of his contempt 
for civil service reform than General Gar­ 
field has given in this case, and we con­ 
sider it a duty to point out that so long as 
he continues to act with the “ machine,” 
though he talks with the reformers, it will 
be necessary to regard him as a real sup­ 
porter of the “ machine,” though a shuf­ 
fling, insincere and vacillating one. It is 
plainly absurd to expect any aid to reform 
from a President capable of doing what 
Mr. Garfield has just done in this affair. 


SAMUEL WILLIAMS. 
The death of Samuel Williams, ene of 
the editors of the San Francisco Bulletin, is 
announced. He may be said to have died 
in harnees, as too many journalists do, A 
few months ago he sustained a stroke of 
paralysis complicated with apoplexy, and 
though hopes of his recovery were at one 
time entertained, the shock has proved 
fatal to him. He was fifty-four years of 
age, and had been an active journalist for 
some thirty years. He was a graduate of 
Williams College, a practical printer, a 
ripe scholar and highly gifted writer. As 
a reviewer he had contributed largely to 
the popularity of the journal with which 
he was connected. As an editorial writer 
he exhibited both force and keen judg­ 
ment. He was a most conscientious and 
indefatigable worker, and his so-called 
leisure hours were commonly employed in 
the preparation of matter for which his 
working-day had proved too short. A 
genial, amiable, delightful friend and 
companion, perfectly upright, truthful, 
sincere and frank, his life was devoted 
to the enforcement of those views which 
appeared to him to be most just 
and 
useful. 
He 
was 
a 
member 
of that silent and scarcely recognized 
army of faithful teachers who are 
content to sink their individuality in jour­ 
nalism, and who, after performing more 
laborious and telling work in ten, fifteen, 
or twenty years, than nineteen-twentieths 
of the so-called learned professions accom­ 
plish in a life-time, too often sink exhausted 
in the midst of their ceaseless toil, 
and pass into oblivion unnoted save by some 
few lines of perfunctory regret in the 
columns of the journal which has 
drawn 
sustenance from their life­ 
blood. 
It is the lot of the most 
active and conscientious journalists to live 
unrecognized and die unnoticed. 
The 
great machine to which they have sub­ 
mitted themselves clashes on monotonously. 
The gap is filled, no matter in what fashion. 
The toiler who has fallen is speedily left 
behind and forgotten, and over his name­ 
less grave there fall only the tears of the 
few who, bound to him by the sacred 
domestic ties, know what|it is to lose the 
husband and father. Yet it may be that 
the silent, retired journalist who never 
cared to push his way into “ society;” 
who found his pleasure in the bosom 
of his family and in 
the 
sweet 
solace of Literature; obtained all the 
recognition for which he cared, or which 
could have, brought any satisfaction to him. 
For there comes a period in the life of 
every man who devotes himself to study 
and reflection, and who lives by the 
constant exercise of his literary powers, 
when the rewards of popular applause, the 
sweets of office, the incense of what is 
called Fame, the opinion of the multi­ 
tude, seem flat, stale and unprofitable, and 
when there appears to remain nothing 
better or higher in life than the steadfast 
pursuit of that Knowledge and Truth 
which ever have been and will be 
“ caviare to the general. ” Samuel Williams 
was no cynic, but he had passed the stage 
at which there is amusement to be found 
in mingling with the crowd. Yet he im­ 
pressed whatever was good in his character 
upon the community constantly, and there­ 
fore he was no recluse. 
His influence and 
example were wholly pure and benefi­ 
cent. He had warm friends, and no ene­ 
mies but the enemies of his journal. There 
are not many better men, and abler jour­ 
nalists are very rare. 


militarism of Germany it undoubtedly 
one of the burdens which is breaking the 
back of the country. The opportunities 
of the people to improve their condition 
are almost neutralized by the intolerable 
rigor of the army requirements. Every 
young man is compelled to sacrifice several 
years of the most important part of his 
life to drill and service. All his associa­ 
tions are broken during this period, and 
when he returns to his home he has to be­ 
gin life afresh, under terrible disadvan­ 
tages. Then, too, the foolish economic 
policy of Bismarck has paralyzed pro­ 
duction and loaded the nation down with 
taxes. The lower classes are strug­ 
gling on the verge of destitution all 
the time, and there is no hope for them. 
It is therefore perfectly natural that what 
they learn of the prosperity which has 
been attained by those of their friends and 
connections who have emigrated to the 
United States, should stimulate them to 
follow so encouraging an example. The 
plain truth is that the United States offer 
advantages to the indastrious German arti­ 
san and farmer which he never can secure 
at home, and that he is entirely justified 
in his desire to emigrate. The Govern­ 
ment may by sheer force check or even 
stop emigration, but in so doing it will in­ 
evitably sow the seeds of a still deeper and 
more bitter discontent than now exists, 
and in the fullness of time this feeling will 
find vent in a dangerous attack upon the 
obnoxious Government. No country can 
long prosper which is not supported by the 
spontaneous patriotism of the people. The 
time has passed when so intelligent a na­ 
tion as the Germans could be whipped into 
the Government traces like so many frac­ 
tious hounds, and be made to surrender all 
hope of elevation and comfort merely to 
gratify dynastic ambitions. A German 
army which is only held together by police 
laws prohibiting emigration will not make 
many great conquests, and if the state of 
the Government is such that the interests 
of the people warrant them in seeking 
other lands, nothing short of radical re­ 
form can ever remove the desire to emi­ 
grate.

MORE MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCES. 


A SIGNIFICANT INDICATION. 
It is stated that measures are about to 
be taken by the German Government to 
prohibit further emigration, and that if 
need be penalties will be enforced against 
those who still seek to leave the country. 
Such measures are certainly not calculated 
to render the intending emigrants more 
contented with the lot they wish to escape. 
If the condition of Germany is such that 
the agricultural and industrial population 
is moved to abandon it, police regulations 
will never improve the situation. It is not 
by keeping th; Germans forcibly at home 
that their consent to the present state of 
the country can be obtained. The rulers 
of Germany should reflect that the rapid 
spread of the desire to emigrate signifies 
a prevalent popular dissatisfaction, and 
that the only way to remove that sentiment 
ia to eliminate its causes. The dominant 


The number of mysterious disappearances 
in these days is great, and so is the num­ 
ber of equally mysterious reappearances. 
Indeed it is getting to be a common feature 
of these episodes that the victims nearly 
always returns after an interval, and tell 
precisely the same story. This story is 
monotonously incredible, and though it 
probably deceives nobody, it seems to be 
thought the proper thing to tell. The 
victim—who is usually a young man with 
a relish for the “ naughty but nice” things 
of this world—is traveling somewhere 
when suddenly he vanishes. Three or four 
months afterwards he is heard from, and 
then all he can say in explanation of his 
disappearance is that he found himself, 
after a greater or less interval, at some 
remote city, and that he has no idea how 
he got there. Sometimes he has been 
robbed, sometimes not. Sometimes he 
took a drink, and thinks it mnst have been 
drugged. Sometimes he turns up in a 
hospital or an insane asylnm. Sometimes 
he finds himself wandering in the streets of 
a distant, city. But in every such case 
the public are expected to believe 
that a man travels 
several 
hun­ 
dred miles in a state of complete un­ 
consciousness, and that conductors pass 
him along without money and without 
price, and that he either goes without food 
or feeds himself while in this condition 
of perfect insensibility. Sometimes we are 
asked to believe that a gang of mysterious 
ruffians have carried the victim off, 
though it never appears that they have 
any use for him. They drug him how­ 
ever with wonderful drugs, which keep 
him unconscious for weeks or months to­ 
gether, and then they spend their money 
in carrying him all over the country by 
rail, and drop him at last in a hospital or 
asylnm. Now it is time to protest against 
the transparency and lack of inventive 
talent which characterizes these items. 
They are far too diaphanous. They in­ 
sult the intelligence of the great American 
public. They do not serve to conceal 
the real facts, for everybody laughs at 
them, and at once proceeds to construct the 
most diabolical theory conceivable. It 
would be even better for the victims of 
disappearances to tell the truth about their 
vagaries than to continue to palm off these 
fossilized fables. 


FROM FRYING-PAN TO FIRE. 
The English Tories are having the kind 
of time the Monkey and the Parrot had in 
the story. No sooner are they temporarily 
relieved on one subject than another 
crowds upon them. Before they have done 
fighting the land bill they are informed 
that as soon as that measure is out of the 
way it will be in order to prosecute reform 
of the franchise. Representation in Eng­ 
land is still very imperfect and unsatis­ 
factory. Since the passage of the Reform 
bill the country has undergone great 
changes. Places which were small boroughs 
then have developed into great manufact­ 
uring towns, and on the other hand places 
which were then of some importance have 
become insignificant. There is moreover a 
strong determination to break the power of 
the landlords, and judging from the gen­ 
eral decline in real estate throughout the 
United Kingdom this ought not to be very 
difficult. The poor Tories indeed are in a 
great deal of trouble, but it is by no means 
certain that the Liberals are not preparing 
even greater difficulties for themselves. 
The agricultural laborers demand the fran­ 
chise. They are organized and formidable. 
It is impossible to deny them whqt 
they ask, but when they have it another 
step will have been taken towards democ­ 
racy, and another element of ignorance 
and perversity will have been added to 
the voting population. The landlords are 
threatened with extermination. The de­ 
mos looms up behind them. AVhat will 
be the result of this virtual elimination of 
a once dominant class, aad the creation 
at the same time of a political factor con­ 
cerning which nothing can be predicated ? 
The Tories have certainly done a great deal 
of harm, and prevented a great deal of 
good. But even Toryism may be less 
dangerons than Sanscnlottism, and it 
really looks as if something of the latter 
kind was imminent. The danger is in the 
apparent removal of balance-weights. 
The political machine is running away with 
the Liberals, and there are indications that 
it has already passed beyond their controL 
Representative reform is always a ticklish 
question, but as the suffrage is extended 


lower and lower it becomes more ticklish 
every year. 
THE MORGAN STORY. 
Thurlow Weed is apparently amusing 
himself in his old age by hoaxing interview­ 
ers, or else he is seeking a sensation by ac­ 
cusing himself as having been accessory 
after the fact to a dreadful murder. He 
says that a man revealed to him long ago 
the whole story of the murder of Morgan, 
the anti-Masonic victim, and that he 
let the man go. As Morgan’s bones have 
been recently discovered for the twentieth 
time somewhere in New York State, this 
story is seasonable. It is told to show that 
the present bones are not Morgan’s, but 
that was ueedless. It has been satisfac­ 
torily demonstrated that Morgan was killed 
in a dozen different places ; that he was 
never killed at all ; and that no such man 
ever existed. Under the circumstances, 
therefore, a few etories more or less about 
his murder cannot be regarded as possess­ 
ing any evidential value. Still we are 
somewhat surprised at the morbid taste of 
Thurlow Weed. 
EDISON'S INVENTIONS. 
It is said that Edison is cataloguing his 
inventions, with a view to astonish the 
world at the forthcoming French exhibi­ 
tion. Mr. Edison has already astonished 
the world considerably by the contrast be­ 
tween his promise and his performance. So 
many of his inventions have turned out to 
be the inventions of other people, and so 
many of his wonderful discoveries have 
turned out to be mares’ nests, that the world 
will prefer to wait a little before becoming 
excited over his latest announcement. Let 
us hope that his catalogue of inventioDS 
will prove genuine, and that after all his 
failures he will succeed in doing something 
which will both stand investigation, and 
endure.

Progress of the Case in the Court at 
Santa Fe.

SHASTA. July 1st.—It commenced raining 
this morning, which soon turned into a heavy 
haii-storm.

NEW HUAICO. 
The (■mil K a lin a ; Hull Resum e of the 
Case. 
Santa F e, July 1st.—The hearing of the 
case of the Texas Pacific Railroad Company 
vs. The Southern Pacific Company of New 
Mexico, was commenced before Judge Bris­ 
tol on the 24th ult. 
On the 26 th day of May the Judge, on 
an ex parte application, granted a temporary 
injunction against the defendant, restraining 
it from operating the road, and appointed a 
Receiver to take possession thereof. The 
road had been leased to the Central Pacific, 
was being operated by it, and as the Central 
Pacific Company was not made a party to 
the suit the injunction was inoperative as to 
it, and when the Receiver proceeded to take 
possession he could not find anyone repre­ 
senting the Southern Pacific of New Mexico 
upon whom to make demand. The Receiver 
decided to treat the matter as his sound con­ 
servative judgment dictated, and did not 
appear to be anxious to bring about a col­ 
lision, more especially as the hearing of the 
case had been fixed for the 24th. He reported 
informally to Judge Bristol, who was satis­ 
fied to allow the matter to rest until the 
hearing. 
On the 24th the case was opened. The 
reading of the pleadings, exhibits and affi­ 
davits occupied from the 24th to the 28th, in­ 
clusive. The Texas Pacific has made two 
amendments to the bill as originally filed. 
The first charged the insolvency of the 
Southern Pacific, and the second amendment 
charged conspiracy between the several 
Southern Pacific roads and the Central, to 
defraud the complainant, and proposed to 
come in and pay for the road in New Mexico 
such sum as it should be found to be worth. 
This amendment contained also the offer to 
deposit $1,000,000, in money and bonds, as a 
security for such payment. 
Each party introduced a certified copy of 
the map tiled in the office of the Secretary of 
the Interior, showing the location of the road 
and the land gTant of the complainant. These 
maps differed in essential particulars, and 
Judge Sanderson, for defendant, called atten­ 
tion to this discrepancy, and also telegraphed 
to the Secretary, asking an explanation. 
The Secretary answered that certain red lines, 
and the explanatory wordsfalong the same, 
found on the copy produced by the Texas Pa­ 
cific Railroad, did not exist on the original on 
file in his office. It is claimed by defendant’s 
counsel that the map filed with the Secretary 
does not comply with the Act of Congress 
under which complainant claims, and that 
hence there has not been any valid location 
by the Texas-Pacific for any legal reservation 
in its favor. The line of road through Texas 
is not laid down on any of the copies, nor on 
the original. 
After the reading of the papsrs, ex-Senator 
Stewart opened for the defendant in an able 
argument, lasting four hours, during which 
he made, among others, the following points: 
First, that the title had never vested in the 
complainant, because it had failed to tile a 
map iu the office of the Secretary of the 
Interior, as required by its charter ; it 
appearing that the map, instead of being a 
map from Marshal, Tex., to San Diego, Cal., 
was only a map of the route from El Paso to 
San Diego, being less than half the distance. 
Second, that the action of the Secretary of 
the Interior in withdrawing the lands was a 
nullity, for the reason that no sufficient map 
of the line of road had been filed, as required 
by the complainant’s charter. Third, that 
the building of the road was a condition 
prec?rent to the acquisition of any title. 
Fourib, the right of the complainant 
to build roads through the granted 
lvnd was not sustained by tho terms 
of its charter. Fifth, that the Southern 
Pacific Company had a right to build its road 
under and by virtue of a right of way 
granted under the Act of Congress 
of March 3, 1875, it having complied 
with the conditions of that Act. Sixth, that 
the rights of the Southern Pacific were se­ 
cured, because at the time of the passage of 
the Act of 1875 the laud claimed by com­ 
plainant was public land, for the reason that 
it had not secured the withdrawal by comply­ 
ing with the conditions precedent contained 
in the complainant’s charter. Seventh, that 
independently of the Act of 1875 the South­ 
ern Pacific had a right to acquire a right of 
way through the lands under and by virtue 
of the twenty-first section of the complain­ 
ant’s charter, which provides for other com­ 
panies crossing the lands and road of 
complainant, and gives them a right 
of way two hundred feet wide. Eighth, 
that the Southern Pacific has a right to con­ 
demn the lands of the complainant, if it has 
any under and by virtue of its charter ob­ 
tained from the Territory of New Mexico. 
Ninth and lastly, the complainant has no 
remedy in equity, conceding that its franchises 
and land grant are still valid, for the reason 
that it has stood by with a full knowledge 
of the construction of defendant’s road, and 
allowed it to be built and completed without 
objection on its part, and by its silence and 
acquiesence has actually consented to the 
construction of the road, as shown by the 
correspondence between the executive officers 
of the two companies in relation to agreeing 
upon a plan of exchange of business when­ 
ever their roads should connect at or near El 
Paso. 
At the conclusion of Senator Stewart’s ar­ 
gument, Judge Herman, solicitor for com­ 
plainant, commenced his opening and is still 
occupying the floor, most of his time being 
consumed in reading authorities in support of 
the proposition that the complainant has ex­ 
clusive privileges, and alone has the right to 
build railroads along the thirty-second paral­ 
lel of north latitude and within the eighty- 
mile limit of the complainant’s grant. 
Upon the conclusion of his argument, Judge 
Harvey S. Brown will address the Court iu 
behalf of the defendants.

STATEMENT OF THE 
DISTRICT AT­ 
TORNEY. 
District Attorney H. L. Buckley, upon 
being interviewed yesterday in relation to 
the injunction to restrain the County Auditor 
from issuing his warrant for payment of the 
$3,000 as retainer fee of counsel to institute 
additional mining suits, replied as follows : 
I am in favor of every proper effort to pre­ 
vent hydraulic miners from depositing tail­ 
ings in the streamB of this State, and will 
cheerfully co-operate with the Board of 
Supervisors in any advisable legal steps 
looking to the freedom of this valley from the 
curse of mining debris. In seeking to prevent 
the Auditor from drawing a warrant in the 
sum of 13,000 on the treasury of this county 
in favor of George Cadwalader as a ’retainer 
fee, I have been actuated solely by a sense of 
duty and a desire to present to the public an 
official transaction which from the beginning 
has been hid from the people with unneces­ 
sary secresy. Some time since the Board held 
a closed-door session, at which Mr. Cadwala- 
der was present, but the result of their delib­ 
erations was not made public as required by 
law. On last Tuesday the Board, by a vote 
of four to three, passed a resolution author­ 
izing a warrant to be drawn on the county 
treasury in the sum of $3,000, as a retainer 
fee in favor of Mr. Cadwalader. This pro­ 
ceeding was intentionally kept from the 
knowledge of the public. About the same 
time two claims were filed against the 
treasury, one by .James H. Sullivan for 
$302, and the other by G. F. Allardt for $390, 
purporting to be due from the county for ser­ 
vices rendered in exploring and reporting 
upon the effects of mining debris from the 
Isorth Fork of the American river and the 
Cosumnes river. By what authority these 
two latter bills were incurred I fail to learn, 
and I am ignorant of any law which recog­ 
nizes them as legal claims upon the county. 
I had never been consulted by any member 
of the Board in relation to this matter, and 
first learned of it through street rumor. It 
occurred to me as unwise to pay counsel 
$3,000 as a retainer fee, without aDy under­ 
standing as to the amount he might charge 
after conducting the suit. Under such a 
contract counsel might ask and collect an ex­ 
orbitant fee, and the county would be power­ 
less to resist his claim. There are lawyers, 
first in their profession, who would gladly 
represent the interests of the county, leaving 
their compensation to be determined by the 
judgment of the Board. There are several 
cases pending in Court involving the right of 
miners to deposit debris in the streams of 
this State, and the interests of plaintiffs 
are represented by able counsel, includ­ 
ing the Attorney-General. It seemed to me 
to be the part of wisdom to wait a 
decision in either of those cases before involv­ 
ing the county in a costly suit, inasmuch as 
such a decision will practically settle all 
questions which may arise in the suit con­ 
templated, and thus save to the taxpayers of 
this county many thousand dollars. If an 
additional suit is necessary it ought to be 
prosecuted as economically as possible, inas­ 
much as many of the county funds are ex­ 
hausted, and the general fund out of which 
it is intended to pay counsel is depleted, and 
is only maintained at present by loans from 
other county funds. 
The law makes it the duty of the District 
Attorney to resist the payment of all illegal 
claims against the county treasury, and while 
I am opposed to hydraulic mining in the 
manner in which it is being conducted, 
I cannot for that reason remain Bilent while 
attempts are being made to further drain an 
almost exhausted treasury by demands which 
in my judgment are not warranted by any 
law. For this reason alone I have Hought 
to have the matter judicially determined and 
presented to the attention of the people, who 
at all times have a right to know how public 
money is being disbursed by public servants. 
Slp KJ5NS Report I nquiry. — Published 
statements having been made purporting to 
be extracts from reports submitted to the Su­ 
pervisors of this county by G. F. Allardt, 
engineer and expert, acting under employ­ 
ment by the Board of Supervisors, relating 
to specific damage done to streams and prop­ 
erty in the county by reason of the deposition 
of tailinge from hydraulic mines, inquiry was 
made at the office of the Glerk of tne Board 
last evening for the report and the record of 
such appointment, when the officials in 
charge gave the information that no re­ 
port or reports of that character are on file ; 
that no such report" hare been filed, and if 
any such reports exist, the Clerk’s office 
shows no record of them, nor is there any 
record in the Supervisors’ minutes of any one 
ever having been appointed to make such ex­ 
amination or reports, nor does the Clerk 
know that any such appointment was ever 
made. There was found, however, two bills 
or treasury claims on file, not yet audited, one 
by G. F. Allardt for $390, and one by J. H. 
Sullivan for $310, for services stated as ren­ 
dered in examining into the slickens de­ 
posits, etc., in the American and Cosumes 
rivers.

THE TURF. 
The second meeting of the Pacific Blood- 
horse Association took place at Agricultural 
Park at 2 p. u. yesterday, the first meeting 
having been held at Oakland. The officers 
of the association were in personal super­ 
intendence, and Btarted the races with a 
promptness that fairly took the breath of the 
traditional “ last people” who are attending 
races in such large numbers. For years it 
has seemed to be impossible to start a race in 
California, especially at Sacramento, at the 
advertised hour, and the public has come to 
consider it a rule that when 2 o’clock is named 
it will be time enough to see the race if the 
track ie reached at 3. This habit has been 
justified by the laxity of race managers. The 
Blood-horse Association has adopted the 
military rule of “ sharp,” and apply it with 
even greater stringency, for even the military 
of this State have fallen into the execrable 
habit of being late, and this to an extent which 
has deprived “ sharp ” of much of its mean 
ing. The first race was the Sacramento Bee 
stake.

THE SUPERVISORS’ ACTION. 


E ds. R ecobd-U nion : I see in your paper 
of to-day that the Board of Supervisors Lave 
entered into an agreement with George Ca&- 
walader to commence suits to enjoin the 
miners from discharging tailings into the rivers 
of the county, and paying him a retaining 
fee of $3,000, without fixing the amount of 
his final charge. Now, when it is considered 
that lawyers fix their charge, not upon the 
amount of labor performed in a case of this 
character, but according to the ability and 
standing of their clients, and the amount in­ 
volved, the final charge of Mr. Cadwalader 
is something that the taxpayers may well 
contemplate with fear and trembling. In the 
case of Cnrtis & Clunie’s bill against the city 
(in the Hoagland case), their charge of $10,­ 
000 was not pretended to be based on the 
amount of work actually performed, but 
upon a certificate signed by a large number 
of prominent lawyers in the State, stat­ 
ing that considering the amount involved, 
and that their client was a city, $10,­ 
000 was a fair and reasonable fee. 
Applying that principle to this case, can it be 
expected that a fee of less than $100,000 will 
in the end have to be paid by the county? If 
the Board had agreed to contribute a stated 
amount towards the expense of the suits 
already commenced by the Attorney-General 
in the Miocene case, and abide the result 
(which will of course be final as to the rights 
of the parties), they would have met the ap­ 
proval of nine-tenths of their constituents. 
But this sudden zeal, after the damage has 
been steadily going on for fifteen years, looks 
to many like a desire to provide fat fees for 
favorite lawyers. It is hoped that Mr. 
Buckley’s injunction may be made perpetual, 
and if not, the taxpayers should aB one man 
demand that the Board reconsider their 
action. To say that because a person opposes 
this sudden and extravagant proceeding he is 
a hireling of the hydraulic miniDg interest, 
is nonsense. Why multiply suits that rest on 
precisely the same basis, except to benefit 
lawyers? When the Supreme Court has de­ 
cided one, all other cases will be easily 
adjusted, at small expense.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY AND HOME DECORA­

P i e c r u s t . — Somebody may not know 
th at if she makes more pie crust than she 
cares to use it wiil keep for a day or two. 
Sprinkle a little Hour over it and set it in 
a cool place ; it will be flaky and crisp 
w ithout being rich ; or you may make tarts 
of it, to be tilled with jelly, jam or lemon 
custard. 
To S c o u r T in .—The fine, soft coal ashes 
which are found in the pipe in the spring, 
and which sift under the pan, are excellent 
to scour tin with. 
Take a piece of old 
flannel, dip lightly into soft soap and then 
in the ashes and rub ; it will brighten up 
your tinware surprisingly ; rub well with 
a clean flannel after polishing with the soap 
and ashes. 
J o h n n y - C a k e .— If you wish something 
in the bread line warm tor breakfast, and 
your oven is not a quick heater, a johnny- 
cake made the day before can be steamed 
and eaten with coffee ; white bread that is 
Hot perfectly fresh can also be made eata­ 
ble by steaming ; do not steam it anv longer 
than is ueces»ar>, as it will then be soggy 
and wet, and altogether uninviting. 
This 
cannot be called high living, but may con­ 
duce to high thinking. 
R e f r e s h in g .—How often we hear women 
who do their own cooking say that by the 
tim e they have prepared a meal and it is 
ready for the table they are too tired to 
eat. • One way to mitigate this evil is to 
take about half an hour before dinner a 
raw egg, beat it until light, put in a little 
sugar and milk, flavor it and “ drink it 
down 
it will remove the faint, tired-out 
feeling, and will not spoil your appetite for 
dinner. 
Plenty of fresh air in the kitchen 
does a good deal to relieve this trouble, 
and you do not take your dinner in “ at 
the pores,” as Dicken’s old Joey declared 
he took in the wine. 


P o u n d - C a k e .—Here is a receipt for a 
pound-cake which possesses the merit of 
being in exact proportion, without the 
trouble of weighing : One teacup of butter, 
one coffeecup of sugar, one cup and a half 
of flour, five large eggs, or six small ones, 
one enp of stoned raisins, one teaspoonful 
of mace. 
Beat the butter and sugar to a 
cream, scatter the flour over the raisins 
and put them in a layer, with two-thirds 
of the cake dough under them and the 
other third over them. 
It is always safe 
to put a paper in the bottom of your tin 
for a cake that has raisins in it, as it re­ 
quires a longer time to bake than one with­ 
out. 
S te w e d M a c a r o n i.—Break the maca­ 
roni into lengths, and stew tw enty minutes, 
or until tender ; prepare the sauce before­ 
hand ; cut one half a pound of beef into 
«trips, and stew halt an h o u r; the water 
should be cold when you put the meat into 
i t ; at the end of that time put in a minced 
onion and a pint of tomatoes, peeled and 
sliced ; boil for an hour and strain through 


a colander when you have taken out the 
m eat ; the sauce should be well boiled 
■down by this time ; you do not want more 
than a pint for a large dish of macaroni ; 
return the liquid to the saucepan, add a 
good piece of butter, with pepper and salt, 
and stew until you are ready to dish the 
macaroni : drain this well, sprinkle lightly 
w ith salt, and heap upon a chafing or root 
dish ; pour the tomato sauce over i t ; 
cover, and let it stand in a warm place ten 
minutes before sending to table ; send 
around grated cheese with it. The Italians 
serve the meat also in a separate dish as a 
ragout, adding some of the sanee, highly 
seasoned with pepper and other spices.— 
[Marion Harland. 


R ic e P u d d in g .—Rice pudding is just 
one of them things about which a man al­ 
ways bothers the women in the family ; for 
it don’t make no matter how really good it 
is, he always keeps on saying, “ It ain’t 
bad, but no one never did make a rice pud­ 
ding as my old mother made it.” And this 
naturally riles the women folks. 
Maybe 
our tastes it is what changes, and the 
cream tart of. our childhoods wouldn’t suit 
os to-day. 
But cookery ain't sentiment. 
You take a coffee cup of rice and wash it. 
You never can cook rice decent unless you 
wash it, because there is always rice flour 
a-hanging to the kernels, which when 
cooked makes rice glue-like. 
When you 
run clear water on rice you can always see 
th at the water looks white. Mostly seconds 
in rice—or small rice is just a9 good, only 
it wants picking over to get out the 
black seeds, which the Southern folk call 
the ace of spades. 
As I am diverging, 
I might as well continue about rice. 
Best Carolina head rice can’t be heat, but 
them as knows declares that nigger rice is 
the sweetest—that rice beaten out by hand 
in a wooden mortar by the darkies. 
Some 
five years ago I was in Charleston, and an 
old darky woman was on the wharf, and I 
bought her basketful of rice, all hulled by 
herself, and it was the sweetest rice I ever 
eat, and at half the cost of the mill-made 
rice. 
Well, then, having washed yonr 
cupful of rice, take two quarts of fresh 
milk, if you are on the land, or a can of 
condensed milk if you are floating round, 
and dissolve it in two quarts of lukewarm 
water. 
Take seven teaspoons of white 
sugar and dissolve it in the milk, and in 
that put a teaspoonful of salt. 
Take your 
rice and pour on it half the milk, and let 
the rice swell for three hours. 
Then melt 
a tcaspoonful of fresh butter and the 
fourth of a nutmeg, and a half teaspoonful 
of cinnamon, and mix it with the swollen 
rice. I’ut in a rather shallow pan. It wants 
a pretty hot oven and baking for two hours, 
but that's according to how soft your 
rice is. ■ But the real rich pudding, as my 
mother made it, was flavored with vanilla— 
the real bean—and one or two of which 
broken up used to be tied up in a bit of 
muslin, and this gave it such a delicate 
flavor. 
It used to be served, and if by 
luck on a plate the vanilla bean turned up 
in serving the pudding mother used to 
tiah it out and drop it in a tumbler of 
water, and use it two or three times over. 
W e had an uncle that used to trade with 
South America, and mostly brought us the 
real bean. 
These new-fangled essences for 
flavoring really ain’t to my taste. 
Some of 
the strung oues, as cinnamon and lemon, 
made from the oils, is good enough, but 
vanilla essence as is mostly sold, 
if it 
ain’t Tonca bean it is just as bad. 
But 
though I have tried to tell how to make a 
square rice pudding, I am kind of dnbious 
as to whether, after all, it ever turns out 
like mother’s pudding.—[Bob the Sea Cook. 


Indigestion. 
I have given it as my opinion that fre­ 
quent and small mCals are better for a del­ 
icate digestion than few and large meals, 
and I must therefore recommend that no 
long interval be allowed to elapse before 
the last meal of the da> be taken. 
That 
meal should lie a satisfactory one. and not 
be a mere apology. 
If a thousand pages 
were written, the importance of this sub­ 
ject could not be reached. So tender is the 
organism that has to depend on these meals 
that any deviation from the necessary rule 
will bring about loss of strength or suffer­ 
ing. 
The last meal of the day must he 
light, nutritious and easily digestible. 
It 
requires thought to arrange that meal, be­ 
cause on it will depend a good night's rest 
and the fair beginning of the next day. 
There is perhaps nothing more judicious 
for the evening meai than fish cooked in no 
greasy fashion. 
It is a pity that fish is so 
often spoiled in the cooking, as it is so val­ 
uable a food for all those who suffer from 
indigestion or any phase of digestive weak­ 
ness. 
Chops 
and 
steaks, 
the 
dishes 
to which so 
many fly, because 
they 
really cannot think of much else, are not 
to be recommended for the latter meal. A 
light dish of eggB is better, or a digestible 
stew , such as mutton with a little vegeta- 
lúe or a piece of stewed fowl and some rice. 
A dd to this stewed fruit and n p ’r . of 
tago, tapiocaor rice-puddiug, a lu . U ui- 


pudding or jelly, and it is sufficient nour­ 
ishment for th o B e who should not give their 
digestive organs too much work in the 
evening. 
Coffee should not be taken in 
the evening ; a enp of black tea, not too 
strong, or a cup of thin cocoa, are more to 
be recommended. 
Raw fruit should not be 
eaten late, nor salad or shellfish, or pie, or 
all these things, th at may be demolished 
by a strong stomach, but would render a 
weak one very uncomfortable. 
He who 
lies down with an overloaded digestion 
will render his whole system so plethoric 
that he is in danger of seriously damaging 
his health. 
It is not only the immediate 
suffering that has to be thought of, but the 
weakened condition of health which is 
brought about by it. 
The suggestions 
which have been given for the various 
meals can only indicate the course to be 
pursued ; the great principles that must 
always be had in view are : 
1. A weak digestion suffers mostly from 
want of power in the secretions of the 
stomach and liver. 
2. To overcome this difficulty, nothing 
must be taken with a hard- fiber or of a 
greasy nature. 
3. Cold food must be avoided as much 
as possible, as it chills the temperature of 
the stomach. 
4. Meals must never be excessive in 
bulk, but be moderate. 
- 
5. It is not advisable ever to allow too 
much time to elapse between meals, hut 
best to take them at such intervals that 
the system shall not become exhausted. 
It is even beneficial to take a slight snack 
rather than allow any faintness, as the 
heart is often weak where the digestive or­ 
gans are not strong. 
6. It íb a positive rule never to overtax 
the stomach before taking rest, at whatever 
time it may be. 
Now that we have considered the plain 
m atter of eating, where the digestive pow­ 
ers are at fault, we will go a step further, 
and consider those remedies which may 
assist in the flow of the secretions without 
injuring health, and which can be taken 
with safety. 
Unfortunately, man’s digest­ 
ive organs have become so weakened that 
but too many remedies exist which are to 
help him out of the difficulty.—[Food and 
Health.

There is an attem pt to introduce shoes 
turned up at the toes, like those seen in 
the pictures of the princes who were 
smothered in the Tower of London by 
their crook-back uncle. 
Those who adopt 
this mediu val fashion will deserve to be 
treated like the princes in the Tower. 
Nun's-vailing is lovely and desirable in 
plain colors, but in stripes manufacturers 
seem determined to kill the beautiful ma­ 
terial by combinations painful to the eye 
and unbearable to the complexion.

Andrew Jackson Davis, a long haired 
reformer of New York, is trying to get a 
law passed that will raise the very old 
Harry. 
He, with other lunatics, memori­ 
alizes the Legislature to prevent the con­ 
tinuance of “ the present unscientific and 
vicious system by which any two of the 
opposite sex, however ignorant, or however 
diseased, and however incapacitated for 
the responsibilities of parentage, may ob­ 
tain the sanction of priest or squire to 
consummate what should be deemed the 
most holy and delicate of all relations 
known to human nature.” 
Then they ask

except marned people in five years. 
There 
is not one marriageable couple out of five 
hundred that would go before a board to 
be examined to see whether they knew 
enough to get married. 
Don't people who 
have sparked and been sparked know 
whether they are competent to marry as 
well as a board composed of old back num­ 
bers, who sit around asking conundrums ? 
Such a board could be bribed to furnish a 
diploma to parties that were incompetent 
as well as our boards of medical officers 
are bribed to give certificates to pork 
packers to practice surgery. 
No refined 
woman would want to go before a board 
and answer questions as to whether she 
had ever had the mumps, or worms, or 
what she would give to a child that kicked 
up a row in the night, besides a spanking. 
You couldn’t get a bashful young man to 
go before the board and tell whether he 
had ever been exposed to matrimony be­ 
fore, and whether he thought he knew 
enough to get married without the assist­ 
ance of a guardian. 
No, when people are 
ready to get married, no board of hygienic 
sharps can tell them anything. They know 
it all. 
It would kill them dead to go be­ 
fore a Supreme Court and have their cases 
sat on by a Coroner’s jury to see if they 
were compos mentis.

SLAVE-HUNTERS 
IN 
OHIO. 


The unselfishness of the pioneers of 
Oberlin in this work of helping slaves is 
shown by the fact that they never received 
any compensation for their services, al­ 
though often struggling against stern pov­ 
erty themselves. 
Their disinterested la­ 
bors of love were also sometimes appreci­ 
ated by those whom they would help. 
Once Mr. Munger had kept in his house a 
colored man and wife for over three weeks, 
boarding them and caring for them mean­ 
while. 
For this assistance the latter had 
returned no service to their benefactors. 
One Monday Mrs. Manger was unwell, 
and Mr. M. ventured to ask the fugitive 
if his wife would not assist some in the 
washing. 
“ Well,” said the man, thoughtfully 
stroking his beard, “ yes, I think perhaps 
she might, if you would pay her 50 cents. ” 
This was an actual occurrence. 
Usually, 
however, the gratitude of the fugitives 
toward their saviors knew no bounds. 
Various devices were adopted to detain 
the slave-hunters and gain time for escap­ 
ing negroes. 
Once a gang of slave-hunters 
came up South Main street in search of 
slaves who were at the time being trans­ 
ferred to a place of safety. 
The students 
heard of the matter, and came from their 
recitation rooms to the number of 200, 
books in hand, to a place where the slave- 
hunters must pass. 
The latter approached 
cautiously, expecting a mob. 
Imagine 
their surprise at being addressed by one 
and another on various topics of interest. 
They were in a hurry, however, and tried 
to press on, but the students, effectually 
blocking the way, continued to talk amia­ 
bly. 
W ith various excuges, and conversa­ 
tion all the while which was most obse­ 
quiously courteous, they managed to de­ 
tain the infuriated Southerners for several 
hours. 
A t another time slaveholders arrived in 
town about dusk. 
Observing them, the 
students appointed a large deputation to 
look after their comfort while in town. 
All that night the slaveholders were fol­ 
lowed about by a body of students, who 
kept up an animated conversation all the 
time, feeling th at they were in duty bound 
to entertain their visitors to the best of 
their ability. 
At dawn the leader ex­ 
claimed with an oath : 
“ Don’t these confounded Oberlin people 
ever sleep ?” 
And the company left town in discour­ 
agement, never to return. 
A party of students once blacked their 
faces and led the slaveholders a long chase 
toward Brownhelm. 
Overtaken at length, 
they made for a brook, and when their 
lursuers came up astonished them by 
lathing in the water ; and lo and beheld ! 
the black would rub off.—[Cleveland Her­ 
ald.

There seems to be 
m great number of 
workmen who pay not the slightest regard 
*s to how a tool should be ground to do 
good service. A hasty examination of some 
of the tools, as they He on the lathe-board, 
will convince the intelligent workman of 
this fact, that many tooh are carried to the 
grindstone to be ground, but from want of 
knowledge of the art of properly grinding 
the tool, are brought back unimproved, 
and 
one by one 
placed 
in the tool- 
post, ready to wrestle with the article 
to 
be 
operated 
upon, 
and 
tbe 
power which is struggling to overcome 
the combativeness of the tool. 
Now and 
then the belt slips from sheer exhaustion. 
How often this happens in the workshops 
need not be told to tbe mechanic who, 
often out of pure sympathy for the opera­ 
tor, now and then gives him a few points 
in grinding a tool, 
so 
that it 
will 
not 
require more 
than one-tenth the 
power to properly do the work. 
More 
than one-half of all the wear and tear 
and 
breakage, 
and 
bother of 
dull 
tools, 
comes from 
a 
lack 
of 
proper 
knowledge 
and 
practico 
in 
grinding. 
All 
steel, 
however, highly refined, is 
composed of individual fibers, laid length­ 
wise in the bar, and held firmly together 
by cohesion. 
In almost all forms of cut­ 
ting implements, the steel portion which 
forms the edge is laid in and welded to the 
iron longitudinally, so that it is the side of 
the bundle of fibers, hammered and ground 
down, that forms the edge. Hence, by hold­ 
ing on the grindstone all edged tools, as 
axes, drawing-knives, knives of reapers, 
scythes, knives of straw-cutters, or tools 
in general use by mechanics and workmen, 
in such a manner that the action of the 
stone 
is 
at right 
angles 
with 
the 
plane of the edge, or, in plainer words, 
by holding the edge of the tool across the 
stone, the direction of the fibers will be 
changed so as to present the ends instead 
of the side, as the cutting edge. By grind­ 
ing in this manner, a finer edge is set, the 
tool is ground in le3S time, holds an edge a 
great deal longer, and far less liable to nick 
out and break. 
A little practice in grind­ 
ing, with a knowledge of what the tool 
has to do, will in due time reduce the 
number of ugly looking tools so often found 
in the workshop.—[E. E. Simonds, in 
American Machinist.

They 
manifest their likes and dislikes by biting 
or refusing to bite from the same apple ; 
and little girls often pledge eternal friend­ 
ship by that classic symbol, “ sharing 
gam .” 
Though these things may occur 
outside the school, they are the more fre 
quent the more children are brought to 
gether, as they are in schools.—[The Sani­ 
tarian for February.

DiBnLUKu AijCohol 
by Ice.—Ilconl 
Pictet, of Geneva, so well known for bis 
discoveries relating to the liquefaction of 
gases, announces the discovery of a method 
of distilling alcohol by ice. Two kilograms 
of ice are needed for the production of a 
liter of alcohol ; that is, for the distillation 
of 110 gallons of alcohol, a little less than 
a ton of ica will be required.

of production will include only coal for 
working the steam engine which drives 
the air-pump, and the sulphuric acid, the 
evaporation of which produces the ice. M. 
Pi :tet declares that this will notably di­ 
minish the expense of distillation, and 
suggests that the excise on alcohol should 
be proportionally increased.

The Albany Scandal. 
N ew Y o rk , July 1st.—The Herald's Al­ 
bany Bpecial says : The attention of the stal­ 
warts all last evening was concentrated on 
the Platt scandal and its relations to their 
canvass. They had no formal conference, but 
there were informal discussions of the subject 
at their headquarters in the Delavan House, 
in which almost all oi them participated, 
l’latt and his personal friends are positive 
and peremptory in denouncing the whole 
scandal as a baseless and wicked invention. 
The Tribune says, editorially : A scandal­ 
ous story affecting the private character of a 
prominent politician of this State was report­ 
ed on the streets here and in Albany, and full 
particulars were telegraphed to this ' paper, 
which we decline to print. We think we 
know news when we see it, but we have our 
own ideas as to the propriety of using scandal 
as a political weapon. Our disagreement 
with this gentleman is exclusively on public 
grounds, and if assaults are to be made upon 
his private reputation, we prefer that they 
should appear in some other paper than the 
Tribune. 
The Times and the World havu no allusion 
to the Platt scandaL 
The Senatorial Struggle—Proceedings In 
Joint Convention. 
A lb a n y , July 1st.—T he Joint Convention 
met at noon, Governor Hoskins presiding. 
Spinola raised a point of order that it being 
ten minutes past 12 o’clock, and the rule of 
Congress requiring the Convention at 12, it 
was not in order to proceed. 
The Chair dec i led that that was no paint 
of order, and announced that the Convention 
would proceed to vote for United States Sen­ 
ator to fill the short term, which was done, 
and resulted as follows: Combined vote— 
Potter 48, Conkling 28, Wheeler MS, Cornell 
6, Lapham 13, Folger 1, Rogers 4, Crowley 2 
—no choice. 
The Chair announced that the Convention 
would now vote to fill the vacancy for the 
long term. 
# The Speaker said he had been voting for T. 
C. Platt, at his request, and in the interest of 
the Republican party. He withdrew the 
name of Platt as a candidate, and would, 
when his name was called, vote for Richard 
Crowley. 
The Convention then proceeded to vote. 
Senator Halbert, after speaking in high 
termB of his qualifications, voted for Orlow 
W. Chapman. Depew 4S, Kernan 48, Crow­ 
ley 20, Cornell 15, Chapman 1, Platt 2. 
Draper said he had voted for the resigning 
Senators from principle. He knew no good 
reason for the withdawal of one of them, and 
therefore voted for Platt. Tremble did the 
same. 
V arious A lbany Item s. 
A lbany, July 1st.—The bribery investiga­ 
tion committee have held another meeting, 
making the fourth, without reaching a vote. 
The signing of a call for a caucus has come 
to a halt. 
Some claim sixty signatures ; 
others say there are less than fifty. Sixty- 
five are required. 
(Juite a number of members have gone 
home, and the vote to morrow will be light. 
Conkling and Arthur left for New’York 
to-night on the boat. They were much dis­ 
pleased at Platt’s withdrawal, and tried to 
dissuade him from the act. Ex-Marshal 
Paine refused to carry the request to Speaker 
Sharp until Platt told him he would go to the 
Capitol himself. 
There was a report this evening that the 
withdrawal was the work of Paine, without 
Platt’s consent, but good authority says Platt 
insisted upon it. It has been reported for 
weeks that Platt was determined to withdraw 
as soon as he was convinced that there was 
no hope of his election. 
The Tnle-IIarvard Knee- Vale the Vidors 
N ew L on d on (Conn.), July 1st.—Yale 
beat Harvard to-day, after much delay from 
lumpy wa^tr and trouble in getting a start. 
Yale led half a length at the mile dig, two 
lengths at the two miles, but couldn’t gain 
another inch during the whole of the re­ 
mainder of the race, and Harvard, after 
vainly trying to reduce that lead by spurt af­ 
ter spurt, crossed the line in 22:19. Yale’s 
time, 22:13. 
The Famous Prenrher Jasper Dying. 
Richmond (Va.), July 1st.—Great excite­ 
ment has been created among the negroes 
here by the announcement of the possible 
fatal illness of Rev. John Jasper, the now 
famous negro preacher, who came so promi­ 
nently before the country two years ago by 
preaching a sermon on “ The Sun do Move,” 
in which he argued that the sun, and not the 
earth, moves. A large number of the more 
illiterate negroes have long looked upon John 
Jasper as a sort of prophet and regarded him 
with superstitious awe. He is pastor of 
Mount /ion Church, situated on the out­ 
skirts of the city, and has the largest congre­ 
gation of any preacher in the South, and one 
of the largest in the United States, as it 
numbers about 4,000. Since the first deliv­ 
ery of his sermon upon the rotation of the 
sun he has repeated it 100 times. He is 
modest and quiet, and has great influence 
with the members of his congregation. 
A New Horse Disease. 
Elgin (111.). July 1st.—The horses in this 
vicinity are afflicted with a peculiar epizootic 
that is sweeping in its contagion. One vet­ 
erinary surgeon calls it “ influenza fever of a 
typhoid-pneumonia type,” and another says 
it is “ scarlet fever.” The animals afflicted 
are taken first with swelled and running 
eyes, the brain, kidneys and lungs being in 
turn affected. If taken in season it can be 
cured, but if neglected it becomes fataL It 
is claimed by some of the farmers that the 
disease is a sort of ship fever, contracted of 
the horses brought from Europe by an im­ 
porter of live stock, and standing at various 
places in the neighborhood. 
The I nheiilllifiilness ef New York Cily. 
N ew Y ork, July 1st.—The people who 
have been pooh-poohing the nnhealthfulness 
of New York during the last six months 
would do well to consider the mortality sta­ 
tistics for half a year which are published to­ 
day. For the first half of 18,80 the deaths 
numbered 15.279; for the six months just 
ended they number 18,590. This represents 
a rate of about 30 per 1,000 per annum, an 
abnormally high average for any civilized 
community. The increase of deaths from 
contagious diseases is more alarming even 
than the aggregate mortality. Up to June 
30, 1880, only two persons died from small­ 
pox, while there were 259 deaths from the 
same cause during the half year just ended. 
There can be little doubt that the gross neg­ 
lect of sanitary conditions in this city has 
•ntailed a sacrifice between January and July 
of at least 200 lives. 
Im m igration M ailers. 
New Y ork, July 1st.—The total number 
of emigrants landed here during the six 
months ending yesterday was 241,498—an in­ 
crease of 64,«513 over the same period last 
year. The arrivals last month were 17,389. 
During the six months just ended employ­ 
ment has been procured by the Castle Gar­ 
den authorities for 24,657 emigrants, of whom 
18,692 were males and 4,964 females. Of 
these 2,611 males and 114 females were skilled 
operatives in the various trades. 
Im portant G overnm ent Rnslness, 
W a sh in g to n , July 1st.—Colonel Robert 
J. Stevens, Clerk of the House Committee 
on Appropriations, leaves to-morrow for the 
1'acific coast on important Government busi­ 
ness. 
Collision of Trains. 
C hicago , Ju ly 1st.—The south-bound 
passenger train on the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois Railroad collided with the Grand 
Trunk north-bound freight near Kensington, 
eighteen miles south of here, last night, owing 
to a misplaced switch. The engine of the 
passenger train w as wrecked and the baggage 
car telescoped into the smoking car, laming 
and bruising nineteen people. The engineer. 
Frank Hazen, w as caught in the frog, and 


will probably die from scalds and bruises. 
Jacob Kurgess, United States Gauger, living 
at Bloomington, this connty, had both legs 
broken and cannot recover.

W a sh in g to n , July 1st.—Secretary Kirk­ 
wood late this afternoon, after a Cabinet 
meeting, notified French of his suspension 
from the office of Commissioner of Railroads. 
Upon receiving the information French in­ 
timated to the Secretary his intention at once 
to resign. 
Fallare» Daring Six Months. 
N ew Y o rk , July 1st—Dun, Wyman k 
Co. report 365 more failures in the last six 
months than in the same time last year, and 
§7,000,000 greater liabilities. Their other re­ 
ports show a highly prosperous condition in 
trade centers ; and all crops in good condi­ 
tion.

Prea* Comment* I'pon Platt'* W ith­ 
drawal. 
N ew Y o rk , July 2d—A. M.—The Times 
editorially says: The withdrawal of Platt 
can hardly fail to have an important effect 
upon the Senatorial contest, however much 
his former supporters may strive to make 
Crowley fill his place as an exact substitute. 
If the long-term vacancy can be filled by a 
man not specially identified with either side 
in the contest of the last six weeks, but ac­ 
ceptable to both, that will be a great gain ; 
but there should be in such a choice no 
seeds of compromise, contemplating in any 
contingency, however remote, a revival of 
the dead claims of Conkling. His defeat 
should in any and every case be regarded as 
an ultimatum. Platt is out of the way, and 
his place should be promptly filled, so that 
the vacancy caused by Conkling’s resignation 
may be dealt with alone. Then the lines of 
responsibility will draw still more closely, 
and the question whether RepublicaDB will 
have control of the party be settled. 
The Tribunes editorial says: The with­ 
drawal of Platt does not change the political 
situation. Nearly all his friends would have 
deserted him at the first opportunity, as they 
had been very willing to vote for somebody 
else if permitted, but the votes indicate that 
Conkling has favored the desires of Crowley. 
The Republican members ought to be pre­ 
pared for some sacrifice of personal prefer­ 
ences. It is not important beyond meas­ 
ure to the State or to the couutry 
that Depew, 
or Wheeler, 
or 
Lap­ 
ham, or any other individual should 
be preferred, but it is exceedingly important 
to the country that the Senate should not be 
left where Conkling placed it, m control of 
the Democratic majority. 
FOREIGN. 
Affairs In Ireland. 
N ew Y o rk , July 1st. — The Herald's 
Mitchellstown special says : The evictions 
to-day passed off without trouble, being car­ 
ried out by a strong column of military and 
police. Trees had been felled across the road 
in two places, which necessitated the assist­ 
ance of a small body of royal engineers, 
which were present. The doors of some of 
the tenants had to be forced. In every case 
the rent was paid on the spot. All the ten­ 
ants were on the estate of the Countess of 
Kingston. After the troops had returned to 
town two companies of police marched up 
the main street with the object of dispersing 
a large crowd which had gathered. There 
was some stone-throwing, and the Constables 
used their batons freely. The resident magis­ 
trate, Mr. Eaton, in person went up and 
down the street warning the people, and the 
Colonel commanding the troops sent down 
word that he would send them out 
if 
desired. 
This 
offer 
Mr. Eaton 
wisely declined. Had the soldiers come 
many lives might have been lost. As it is, 
there were only a few broken heads. All the 
windows on the street were crowded with 
shop girls, who seemed to theroughly enjoy 
the little excitement. All the public houses 
had been closed during the day, with a view to 
prevent the "corner boys” from getting any 
fighting whisky. The town became quiet 
after the constabulary had been marched off 
to the barracks. Near one of the tenant’s 
house a bridge crossing a stream had been 
destroyed over night, but the company 
of constabulary which was 
advancing 
simply 
walked 
through 
the 
water 
without a 
moment’s 
delay. 
In 
all 
some dozen tenants were made to pay, all 
their subterfuges or attempts at delay being 
useless, especially toward the end of the day, 
when the Sheriff’s temper, hitherto wonder­ 
fully controlled with much tact, began to 
rise, owing to the doom being barred against 
the enemy—the bailiff. All the visits, how­ 
ever, passed off without trouble, owing solely 
to the presence of the force of cavalry and 
infantry, which, as at Kilmallock, completely 
prevented any serious resistance. The Herald 
correspondent was among the crowd in the 
street while the police were charging with 
their batons. 
He got hustled about, and 
escaped being clubbed by mere chance. 
WHAT THE CENSUS SHOWS. 
N ew Y o rk , July 1st.—The World's Lon­ 
don special baH the following details of the 
recent census of Ireland: In some districts in 
Connaught and Munster whole villages are 
almost depopulated. The population has 
been terribly thinned out in West Cork. On 
the vast estate of the Countess of Kingston 
there are two hamlets absolutely deserted. 
The little village of Knack, County Mayo, 
where the Virgin Mary is said to have ap­ 
peared, contained 600 souls in 1841. To-day, 
exclusive of pilgrims, there are not 30 all 
told. Limerick returns tell a similar story. 
The roofs are fallen in upon the cabins, the 
market cross is broken, and grass is growing 
in the streets. The silence of desolation pre­ 
vails in scores of baronies in the west and 
south. Nearly all the young men and women 
have gone to America or England. Those 
left to till the land are old people, wbo prefer 
to die where their fathers died. In some 
parishes the poor-house contains almost as 
many people as there are outside of it. The 
census returns do not, however, show the 
full extent of the depopulation. At least 
12,000 agricultural laborers cross to England 
and Scotland every year for the harvest. 
They live in Ireland, but Ireland does not 
provide them with their living. 
H tis r oT Common*. 
L on d on , July 1st.—In the House of Com­ 
mons, in committee on the land bill last 
night, by an amendment moved by the At­ 
torney-General of Ireland, the definition of 
fair rent was ommitted from clause seven. 
An amendment offered by I«ord Russell, re­ 
quiring the Court to have regard, in fixing the 
statutory rents, to the interests of both land­ 
lord and tenant, was accepted by the Govern­ 
ment and carried. Lord Rnsseli’s amendment 
disposes of the most disputable point in the 
seventh clause. 
Terrible Contagion—Death. 
P aris, July 1st.—A terrible contagious 
malady, like leprosy, has appeared near Tou­ 
louse. 
The American aculptor Taxler died at 
Naples yesterday.

New York, July 1st.—The Herald's Paris 
special says : A sensational telegram to the 
Intransigean! this morning announces that 
the Kremlin is in flame*.

The price will be a 
franc. This íb but one of the attractions. 
In the nave of the palace there will be an 
artificial lake, on which electro-moved 
boats will ply up and down, and at night 
an eloctro lighthouse will illuminate the 
building with the splendor of day. The 
different systems of electric light, the elec 
trie signals as used by the police, the fire 
department, the army and the navy, will 
also be exhibited on the ground floor of the 
buildiDg. On the first floor there will be 
two exquisitely - furnished saloons. In 
the one you can by telephone listen to 
Gounod or Mayerbeer performances at the 
opera, in the other, likewise by telephone, 
you will be transported to the Comedie 
Franchise. Next to these saloons there 
will be a room with telephone instruments, 
by means of which you will be enabled to 
chat with your friends at the extremities 
of France. You walk along the gallery, 
stroll through a suite of eight rooms, and 
find these rooms, from kitchen to billiard 
room, provided with all the electric im­ 
provements. Electric light, electric stoves, 
electric signals, electric pendulums, elec­ 
tric fireplaces—in a word, the great mod­ 
ern invention will speak to your eye and 
your ear in every shape and form, and 
leave upon the mind the lasting impression 
which the practical and tangible exhibition 
of a scientific inventor never fails to con­ 
vey. The Electrical Exhibition of I'aris, 
if it offers but half of what it promises, 
will be a most brilliant affair.
